in the 33d Year of Pharaoh Orus, was kindly receiy'd 
of that King, who deſir d his Aſſiſtance againſt the 
Ethiopians, who had invaded the Realm of Egypt as 
far as Memphis. , 

Gaothelus, in Return for his favourable Reception, 
went forth with his Bands againſt rhe Ethiopians, un- | 
der Moſes the Caprain- General of the Army; and 
having obtain'd the Victory, as alſo conquer'd Saba; 


for theſe, and other his valiant Acts, he grew in ſuch - 
Eſteem with Pharaoh, chat he gave him his Daughter, I 
named Scota, in Marriage. b 

Being advanced by this honourable Marriage, and F 


obtaining thereby the City of Thebes, he liv'd all the 
Days of Pharach (his Father-in-law) in great Reſpect; 
but after that King's Deceaſe, Pharaoh the Grandſen, 
(who ſo praglly tormented the Iſraelites with Taxes 
and Bondage) had no 5 to Gaothelus, or his 
Service; upon which, he being warn'd by Moſes of 
the Plagues that ſhould happen to the Egyptians, pre- 

red to remove into ſome other Country; and t 

is Wife and Children, and a great Number of Greeks 
and Egyptians, and hoiſting Sail, departed out of the 
Mouth of the River Nile, in the Year of the World's 
Creation 2453, when he had dwelt in Egypt thirty- 
nine Years. - 

Alter ſome Trouble in the Voyage they arriy'd firſt 
on the Coaſt of Numidia, one 0 the Regions of A- 
frica, ſince cal'd Barbary ; but being put back from 
thence by a ſtout Reſiſtance of the Inhabitants, they 
landed in a Part of Spain, now call'd Portugal; ſrom 
whence, after they had concuer'd thoſe People, they 
removed to the North of Spain, and there built a 
City in Galatia, naming it Brigantia, which is now 
Compoſtella. | :

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Metellus hearing this News was mov'd with a natti- 

tural Zeal towards the Scots, and immediately ſent his 
three Sons, Hermoneus, Prolomeus and Hibertus, 
with a choſen Army into Ireland; where vanquiſhing 
the Enemy in fierce and cruel Battles, they ſet the 
Scotchmen in ſure and quiet Poſlefſion of all their 
Lands and Livings. 
Atter this the Scottiſh Eſtate continw'd many Years 
Quietly in Ireland, and was povena,d by Simon Bre- 
chus, a King of their own, whom they ſent for from 
Spain; which Simon brought with him the Marble 
Stone whereon Gaothelus uſed to ſit, and thereon 
cauſed himſelf to be crown'd; it having, as they be- 
liev'd, ſuch a Deſtiny attending it, that whereſoever 
ir ſhould be found, there ſhould the Scotchmen have 
the Supreme Governance. And hence it came to paſs, 
that firſt in Spain, after in Ireland, and then in Scot- 
land, the Kings which ruPd over the Scotchmen, re- 
ceiv'd the Crown fitting upon that Stone, until the 
Reign of Robert I. of whieh more hereaſter. 

Brechus being thus crown'd, was the firſt King that 
reign'd over the Scots in Ireland, and began his Reizn 
there in the Year from the World's Creation 3270, 
which was 1616 Years after the Flood, and before the 
Incarnation of our Bleſſed SAVIOUR fix hundred 
ninety-ſeven. ; . 

He ruled his Subjects with great Tuſtice forty Years, 
and was ſucceeded by Fondufus, who had Iſſue Erhion 
and he Glaucus, who begat Noitaſilas the Father of 
Rothſay; all which, reign'd ſucceſſively over the 
Scotchmen in Ireland; but Rothſay perceiving the 
Scottiſh Nation increale more than the Country was 
well able to ſuſtain, tranſplanted certain Numbers of 
them over into the Ifles, antiently called Ebonides, 
afterwards Hebrides, but now by ha Scots, the We- 
ſtern Iſles, becauſe they lie on the Weſtern Halt of

He nam'd alſo that Iſle, which he firſt began to poſ- 
ſeſs, Rothſay, after his own Name; and the Tranſla- 
tion of theſe Scotchmen into thoſe Ifles was 133 
Years after the Coronation of Brechus; bur Roth ay 
had not þeen long there, before he heard of the Deat

Theſe Picts enter d Scotland about the Year of the 
World's Creation 3633s and afterwards wanting Wives 
to maintain their Stock and Progeny, they requir'd of 
the Scotchmen a Number of Women to marry with, 
that thereby a- true Alliance might be had berwixt 

h Nations; and that, if Need requir'd, they might 
the better defend them from their common Enemy, 
the Britons. 

This being granted, the Affinity betwixt the Scots 
and Pits increaſed, ro the Wealth of both Nations, 
and great Love and Friendſhip was maintain'd among 
them; bur at length, the Britons perceiving ſome 
Grudge, or Envy to be between them, they ſent Em- 
baſſadors to the Picts, declaring, that it were more

Ferquhard, who was then King over the Scots in 
Ireland, receiy'd the Embaſſage kindly, and having 
raiſed a great Army, y + rap his Son Fergus to be 
General, and ſent with him the Marble Stone, that he 
might the better hope to reign there. | 

When Fergus came into Albion, they aſſembled a 
Parliament in Argyle, where it was agreed, with the 
whole Conſent of the People, that he ſhould be King, 
and was accordingly crown*'d upon his Marble Stone 
being the firſt of the Scortiſh Nation that ever rul'd 
in Albion, as abſolute Governor. 

The Form of the Stone on which King Fergus was 
crown'd, (and on which, as tis ſaid, the Patriarch 
reſted his Head in the Plain of Luza) is ſomewhat 
triangular, the Colour bluiſh, mix'd with red Spots, 
and being broken, reſembles a Peble · 

This Stone being firſt carry'd to Brigantia, and from 
thence through Ireland to Scotland, as before noted 
it was there, by King Kenneth, (in the Year of Chriſt 
$50) incloſed 1n a Wooden Chair, and placed in the 
Abbey of Scone, where rhe Scottiſh Kings were gene- 
rally crown'd in thoſe Days; but in the Year 1297, 
when Edward I. of England had vangquiſh'd John 
Baliol, King of Scotland, he carry'd the Chair, with 
their Crown and Scepter, into England, where he 
offer'd them to the Shrine of King Edward the Con- 
feſſor; and ever fince, the Chair has been uſed as the 
accuſtomed Throne, on which the Kings of England 
are inaugurated, 

This antient Coronation-Chair, which is now plac'd 
in the Abbey of Weſtminſter, is in Form very plain 
and low, the Back and Sides of ſolid hard Wood, and 
under the Sear, which is ſupported by four Lions, 
lies the aforeſaid Stone, on which was engraven this 
Inſcription,

Now it ſo happen'd that the two Sons of Alexan- 
der dy'd in their Father's Life-time, as above men- 
tion'd; and the ſaid Margaret their Siſter, who was 
Queen of Norway, dying in 1282, as did King Alex- 
ander III. her Father, on the 19th of April 128;, 
after he had reign'd 37 Years, that Margaret the Daugh- 
ter of Margaret Queen of —— was recogniz'd 
Heireſs of the Kingdom of Scotland; but by Reaſon 
of her Minority, the Realm was govern'd by fix Re- 
gents, till the Year 1289, in which the ſaid young

Upon this Queen's Deach, great Contentions aroſe 
between John Baliol and Robert Bruce, and others of 
the Poſterity of David Earl of Huntingdon, (younger 
Brother to William King of Scots, before mention'd, 
call'd the Lion) who were the neareſt Heirs to the 
Crown, 

8 Baliol's Pretenſion was, that Margaret the el-

Annandale, by him had a Son named Robert, who

At this Time Edward I. King of England, ſeeing 
Scotland without a King, begins to form Projects to 
bring it under his own Dominion, - and thereupon 
cauſed himſelf te be choſen Arbitrator of the Diſte- 

- rence between Baliol and Bruce, and upon the 17th 
of November 1292. pronounced Sentence in Fayour of 
kn Baliol; at which Sime he alſo appointed a Day 

or the ſaid Baliol -to take an Oath of Allegiance to 
him, and another for him to perform Homage to him 
for the Kingdom of Scotland; and the ſame was ac- 
cordingly done, the firſt at Norham, upon the 2oth 
of November ; and the 2d at Newcaſtle, the 26th of 
December, 

96. John Baliol was declar'd King of Scotland in the 
Year 1293, being fix Years and nine Months after the 
Death-of Alexander III. (during which Time, the 
Land was govern'd by fix Regents, as before obſerv'd 
and was crown'd at Scoon ; but after he had reign” 
four Years, the Nobility hating him, and he quarrel» 
ling with the ſaid King Edward, by renouncing the 
Homage he had paid him, that King expell'd him, (and 
Edward his Son, who had marry'd a Daughter of 
Charles de Valois, Brother to Philip the Fair, King 
of France) and thereby obliging the Scots to own him 
for their Sovereign, he then ſent the Marble Chair 
from Scoon to Weſtminſter, where it now remains. 

When Robert Bruce, the Great-grandſon of Da- 
vid Earl of Huntingdon, ſaw the Kingdom thus op- 
preſs'd by Edward, he gather'd a ſtrong Party, and on 
the 25th of March 1306. went to Scoon, where he 
was crown'd King of Scotland; and thereupon Alex- 
ander and Thomas, his Brothers, who were taken Pri- 
ſoners by King Edward, were, by his Command, moſt 


barbarouſly murder d in cool Blood; and ja 1315. Ed-

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ward Bruce, the other Brother of King Robert, be- 
ing by him ſent into — at the Requeſt of thoſe 
Princes, (they being oppreſs'd by the Engliſh Gover- 
nors) he there made ſuch a Progreſs, that at length he 
was crown'd; but after having liv'd in that Iſland 
about three Years, he was kill'd in Battle at Dundalk 
by the Engliſh, who routed his Army, and d 
all the ſtrong Towns in the Kingdom. 

King Robert I. who had fled from Edward of Eng- 
land into France, returning in:o Scotland, and pole 
ſeſſing himſelf of the Crown, as above-mention'd, an 
Engliſh Army was ſent to oppoſe him, but was entire- 
ly defeated at Bannockburn, with the Loſs of 10,500 


Men; whereupon Kin Robert kept the Cxewn, and 


reigned 24 Years; dying on the ↄth o July 1329, 
his Body was bury'd in Dumfermline; but his Heart 
according to his Defire, was carry'd to Jeruſalem, and 
bury'd there, near the Holy Grave.

Upon this, King David (who was a weak Prince) 
and his Wife retir'd into France, leqving Rover 
Sreuart to be Regent in Scotland (for John wa 
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ting renounced all Claim or Title to the Crown of 
Scotland for himſelf and his Heirs for eyer, the ſaid 
King Robert I. convened the Noblemen at Cambuſ- 
kenneth, and ſetrled the Succeflion on his Son Prince 
David (now King) and his Heirs; and them failing, 
to Robert Steuart his Grandſon by his Daughter Mar- 
rery as above-mentioned, 

9+ Edward Baliol, the Son of John, by the Help ef 
Edward III. King of England, having uſurped the 
Crown of Scotland, Anno 1331, as before obſerved, 
the Friends of King David ſent William Earl of Dou- 
glas, Embaſſador to France, to the ſaid King, (who 
was there protected by Philip King of that Realp) to 
bring him over to take Poſſeſſion of his Kingdom; 
and upon the 3d of May 1332, he and his Queen ar- 
riving at Perth ; Baliol fled into n being to- 
tally defeated by the Scots, after he had reign'd over 
them 37 Years. 

King David having enter*d England on the 19th of

fich ap Lewellin, the Prince of that Country, and by 
her had a Son nam'd Walter, which Son return'd to 
Scotland after the Death of the Tyrant Macbeth, and 
the Reſtoration of King Malcolm III. and by the ſaid 
Malcolm, for his Valour and good Conduct againſt 
the Rebels in Galloway, (beſides his being the neareſt 
Branch of the Royal Family) was created Seneſchal or 
Lord High Steward (as Receiver of all the King's Re- 
venues) of Scotland; fo that from the Name of his 
High Office deriv'd the Royal Surnaine of Steuart.

The Saying of King Richard I. after he had gain'd a 
compleat Victory over the French, 1193, at a Place 
call'd Gyſors, Dieu & mon Droit, that is, God and 
our Kight has obtain'd it; and ever fince, the Kings 
of England, &c- have made it their Motto. 

The Motto upon the Garter, Honz ſoit qui mal y 
penſe ; Shame be to him that evil thinks, was given 
King Edward III. who was the Founder of that Mo 
Noble Order, 

When he claim'd the Kingdom of France, in his 
Mother's Right, who was Iſabel, Daughter to Philip 
the Fair, and Siſter to Charles IV. that (in 1328) dy'd 
without Iſſue, he canſed the Arms of France to be 
quarter*d with the Lions of England, bur placed the 
Fleurs de lis firſt, ro induce the French more eaſily to 


own the Engliſh Title; but ſince the Union with Scot- 
land, (Anno 1707) they are placed in the 2d Quarter. 
And by an Article of the {aid Union, it was agreed, 
that the Croſs of st.

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Prince David, Son to King Robert III. ſince which 
has conrtinu*d to the eldeſt Son of Scotland 
All Potentates highly advance in the Eyes of their 
Subjects, their Heir apparent, and confer upon him 
very high and eminent Titles of Honour: The Heir 

of the Romans was call'd Czſar, and Princeps Juven- 
*ratis, as the Principal of all their Hopes in their Po- 

ſteri y: The Heir of the French Nation is honeur'd 
with the Name of Dauphin, &c. and in like Manner 
the Heir to the Crown of England has the Title of 

Prince of Wales. Next to his Father, he is Chief 
in the Realm, and by Courſe of the Civil Law, is to 

fit at his Right Hand in all ſolemn Aſſemblies of State 
and Honour, but he has no Kingly Prerogative, by the 

Laws of Britain, in the Lite of his Father, 

In the Year 1282, Lewellin ap Griffith, the laſt 
Welch Prince of the Britiſh Race, being traiterou 
mov'd by his Brother David againſt King Edward I. 
the Son of Henry III, the ſaid King Edward gave him 
Battle and flew him, and order'd his Head to be igno- 
miniouſly crown*d with Ivy, and ſer upon the Tower 
of London; and David his Brother being afterwards 
taken, his Head was ſet up with it, and his four Quar- 
ters were ſent to four principal Places, which were, 
Briſtol, Northampton, York, and Wincheſter, to be 
a Terror to all ungrateful and diſloyal Perſons ; and 
was the firſt Execution of this Nature in England, of 
a Priace's Son, or any Nobleman, ; 

King Edward, having thus reduc'd Wales, united it 
to the Crown of England; but perceiving that 
Welch had no Affection to be ruled by Strangers, he 
ſent for his Queen, great with her firſt Child, do come 
to him at Caernaryon Caſtle, where ſhe was deliver'd 
of a Son; and then the ſaid King calling together all 
the Barons of Wales, offer d them a Prince, who was 
of their own Nation, and who ſpoke no Word of 
1 neither could any Man tax his Life, or Con- 
verſation; and to this they having agreed, and ſworn 
to yield Obedience, he nam'd fue new born Son, 
which was then call'd Edward of Caernarvon, becauſe 
born there, and the King his Father beſtow'd on him 
all the Lands, Honours and Revenues belonging to 
the ſaid Principality, ſince when, the eldeſt Son and 
Heir apparent cf the King of England has been, Wil 2 
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Prince of Wales; but he is Duke of Cornwall as ſoon 
as born, or as ſoon as his Father is King of England. 

The County of Cornwall being an Appennage to the 
Crown, King Edward III. in the Year N 7 made it a 
Dukedom, and gave it to Edward his e eſt Son, ſur- 
named the Black Prince, from which Time, the eldeſt 
Son and Heir apparent, whether it be by Birth, or by 
the Death of his elder Brothers, is Duke of Cornwall 
withour any Creation. | 

Since the Union with Scotland, the Prince of Wales 
is alſo Duke of Rothſay, and. Seneſchal or Steward of 
Scotland, from the firſt Hour of his Nativity, (being 
eldeſt Son to the King thereof) a Title given in the 
Year 1396 to David Steuart, Son to King Robert III. 
as befote mention'd. This is a very important Office, 
having the Management of the Revenues of -the 
Crown and Exchequer, and Commander of the Sove- 
reign's Armies, &c, And ſo long as Normandy re- 


main'd in the Hands of the Engliſh, the eldeſt Son of 


the Jing of England was alſo ftiled Duke of Nor- 


man Yo 
The Earldom of Cheſter was given by William the 
Conqueror, to his Nephew Hug Lupus, -Son to the 
Earl of Awrenches in Normandy, and from him the 
ſaid Title, and Privileges thereto belonging, deſcended 
in Blood unto John, ſurnamed Le Scot, who was the 8th 
Earl thereof. His Mother was Maud, eldeſt Siſter and 
Coheir to Ranulph, or Randolph, ſurnamed Blunde- 
ville, who in 34 Hen. 2. was Earl of Cheſter, and cy'd 
without Iſſue. His Father was David Earl of Galloway 
in Scotland, and Huntingdon in England, Brother to 
William the Lion, King of Scotland; and the ſaid 
lohn Le Scot marrying Helen, Daughter to Lewellin 
rince of Wales; and dying in 1244, without Iſſue 
King Henry III. the ſame Year (giving the Aunts and 
next Coheirs of the ſaid John Le Scot, other Lands in 
lieu thereof) ſeiz'd the ſame into his own Hands, and 
annexed it to the Crown, and afterwards ſtiled his 
Son Prince Edward, Earl of Cheſter ; and the ſaid 
Prince Edward, who, after his Father's Death, was 
King of England, by the Name ot Edward I. making 
the County of Flint appendant to that of Cheſter 


hey have ever ſince been united to the Principality of 
6 es. 2 ; 
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But theſe Princes were not created by Patent *cill 
the 9th of Edward III. when that King, by Letters 
Patent, dated at Pomfret the 18th of March in the 
Year aforeſaid, created Edward his eldeſt Son, ſur- 
named the Black Prince, Prince of Wales, Duke of 
Aquitain, and Earl of Cheſter and Flint, and inveſted 
him in the ſaid Principality, with theſe Enfigns of 
Honour, viz. a Chaplet of Gold, made in Manner of 
a Garland, a Gold Ring, and a Verge, Rod, or Scep- 
ter of Silyer, 

Since the Union of England and Seotland, the Title 
of the Prince hath been, Magnæ Britanniz Princeps, 
but more ordinarily the Prince of Wales; and to ima- 
gine his Death, or to violate the Princeſs his Wife, 
15 made High Treaſon. 

The Cadets, or younger Sons of England, are not 

rn Dukes or Earls, but are ſo created of whar Place 
or Title the King pleaſes. _ All the King's Sons are by 
their Births Counſellors of State, that fo they may be 
pronghe up- in the weighty Affairs of the Kin dom; 
but they have no certain Appennages, as in France, 
but only what the good Pleaſure of the King beſtows 
upon them. 

The Daughters of England are ftiled Princeſſes , 
the eldeſt of which, to violate, unmarry'd, is High 
Treaſon. 

To all the King's Children belongs the Title of 
Royal Highneſs; and all Subje&s are to be uncover'd 
in their Preſence, to kneel when they are admitted to 
kiſs their Hand, and at Table, (out of the King's Pre- 
ſence) they are ſery'd on the Knee,

This Device was born at the Battle of Creſſy Anno

there lain by Edward the Black 
Prince, who took the Crown from his Head, fince 
worn by the Princeſs of Wales, and by the Vulgar 
calPd the Prince's Arms. 

After the Reſtoration of King Charles II. viz. on 
the gth of February 1660-1, it was ſolemnly order'd, 
hat the Son and Heir * to the Crown of Eng- 
land ſhould uſe and bear his Coronet of Croſſes 
pattee, and Fleurs de lis, as aforeſaid, with the Ad- 
dition of one Arch, and in the Midſt a Ball and Croſs, 
as hath the Royal Diadem. 

At the ſame Time it was alſo order'd, that the 
Duke of Vork, and all the immediate Sons and Bro- 
thers of the Kings of England, ſhould uſe and bear 
their Coronets compos'd of Croſſes pattee and Fleurs 
de lis only; but that all their Sons reſpectively, ha- 
ving the Title of Dukes, ſhould bear and uſe their 
Coronets compos'd of Croſſes patree, and Flowers, or 
Leaves, ſuch as are uſed in the Compoſure of the Co- 
ronets of Dukes, who are not of the Royal Family.

Sir William de Hambleden, (fo call'd trom the Manor 
of Hambleden in the County of Bucks, in Englan 
where he was born) who was 2d Son to Robert Ear 
of Leiceſter, deſcended from the Earl of Mellant in 
Flanders ; for Robert de Bellemont or Beaumont, a 
Norman, (aſter the Death of his Uncle, Hugh Earl of 
Mellant) was by King Heary I. of England, Anno 
1103. created Earl of Leiceſter, and was the firſt Earl 
of that Place after the Conqueſt. g

Home, and having from his Youth beraken himſelf 
to Military Exerciſes, and thereby become very expert 
in the Knowledge and Diſcipline of War, he, in the 
Year 1673, ſery'd as a Volunteer in the French Army 
at the Siege of Maeſtricht, in the A a Lieute- 
nant-General againſt the Dutch, and behay*d himſelf 
with ſuch inimitable Courage and Conduct, that he 
gain'd che Reputation of a brave and valiant General 
and the taking of that Town was chiefly owing 
* heroick Valour, as acknowledged by the Fren 

ing. | 

Returning after this to England, he was receiv'd by 
the King and Court with all poſſible ReſpeR, and on 
the 28th of July 1674 he was ele&ed Chancellor of 
the Univerſity o 1 * 

In 1679 he was ſent with a ſufficient Force as Gene- 
raliſſimo, ro ſuppreſs an Inſurre&ion of the Preſby- 
terians in Scotland; who, after the barbarous Mur- 
der of Dr. James Sharp, Archbiſhop of St. Andrews, 
on the 5 of May the fame Year, began their Rebel- 
lion at Ragland, where they proclaim'd the Covenant, 

urnt ſeyeral Acts of Parliament, and committed many 
Outrages upon the King's Subjects; but his Grace 
. there on the 18th x June was honourably 
eceiv'd by the Nobility and Gentry; and marching 
vith the King's Forces againſt the ebels, who were 
ncamp*d near Hamilton, to the Number of 6 or 9909, 
e gave them Battle at Bothwell-Bridge, and by kil- 
ing many, and taking about 1100 Priſoners, ſuppreſs d 
t Rebellion. 
After his Return to England, he hay ing ſhewn bim- 
very zealous in proſecuting a full Diſcovery of 
Popith Plot, and joia'd with thoſe who were the 
rea eſt Sticklers at that Time agaiuſt Popery, and the 
tar of a Popiſh Succeſſor, he by that Means had ſo 
uch gain'd the Affections of the People, that ſome 


jßeſty's Privy Council, 
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to caſt an Eye u the Crown and the more to flat= 


ter his Hopes therewith, a Report was about this 
Time very induftriouſly ſpread through the Kingdom, 
that King Charles had been lawfully marry'd to Mrs.

BUR, as alſo Ford Lord Gray, Sir Th Armſtrong, 
and Robert Ferguſon, a Faparick Teacher, as being 
concern'd in the Rye-houſe Conſpiracy, for whic 
Colonel $jdpey Rc. ſuffer d; and being taken at 
Srafford, in hi Return to London from Waliſea, was 
brought before Mr. Secretary Jenkins, who admitted 
bi to Bail; but the Duke, after his Appearance at 
He King's Bench Bar in Diſcharge of his Bail, ab- 

conded from his Houſe, and did not ſurrender him-

Before King James was well ſettled on the Throne, 
this unhappy e Geing ſuaded by his Friends) 
| invaded England in an oftile Manner, and ſailing 
from the Texel in Holland on the 24th of May 1685, 
with one Man of War and two Tenders, accompa- 
ny'd by Ford Lord Gray, Earl of Tankerville, a Ger- 
man Count, &c. and about 6 or 70 Officers and 
others, who had fled th Holland for Refuge in the late 
Reign ; after having been 19 Days at Sea they landed 
at Lyme-Regis in the 28 Dorſet, on the 13th of 
hoe about Don of the Clock in the Evening, when 

r. Fletcher of Salton in Scotland, ſhot the Mayor 
for ſtriking him with his Whip. 

So ſoon as his Men were lan the Duke led them 
by a Backway into the Town, and ſer up his Standard 
in the Market-place, without Oppoſition 3 then he 
muſter'd his ſmall Force, who were well arm'd and 
cloth'd; and being aſk'd whom they were for, they 
declar'd for the Proteſtant Religion and the Laws, 
Rights and Privileges of England, inviting all Peo- 
ple ro come and join with them; afrer which the 
_ Declaration was publickly read at the Markert- 

roſs, 

On Saturday the 13th of June the King receiv'd an 
Expreſs from the Mayor of Lyme, of the Duke's Land- 
ing, which he — 2 communicated to the 
Parliament; whereupon both Houſes voted an Ad- 
dreſs of Thanks to his Majeſty; and the Commons or- 
der'd à Bill to be brought in for attainting the Duke 
of High Treaſon, which on the 16th paſs'd the Royal 
Aſſent; and notwithſtanding the Parliament had pro- 
miſed to aſſiſt the King againſt the Duke and all his 
Adherents, yet the Country People flock'd to him iu 
great Numbers, ſo that he ſoon began to have the Show 
of an Army of about 69509 Horſe and Foot, with which 


he march'd from Lyme to Taunton, a populous Town 
r in

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in Somerſerſhire, where he was receiv'd by the Peo- 


oy, which encouraged him, at the Requeſt of his 

riends, to ſuffer himſelf to aim'd King. 
From Taunton he march'd to Bridgewater, and 
thence to oy where being deny'd Entrance, he 
proceeded to Philips-Norton, and there by Surprize 
cut off Part of a Troop of the King's Horls, the Duke 
of Grafton narrowly eſcaping with his Life. 

After this Succeſs he march'd within two Miles of 
Briſtol, where a Council of a War being held, ir was 
reſolved not to enter the City, but retreat back to 
Bridgewater 3 but the Earl of Feverſham being en- 
camp'd with the King's Army at Sedgmore near that 
Town, the Duke reſolved to make one deſperare Puſh 
for all, and on Monday the 6th of July about Four in 
the Morning atrack*d the King's Troops, when he was 
intirely routed, 309 of his Men being kilfd on the 
Spot, 1000 in Purſuit, and as many taken Priſoners, 
ſeyeral of whom were afterwards executed, 

The Earl of Feverſham having ſent out ſeveral Par- 
ties in Purſuit of the Duke and his Adherents, the 
Lord Gray was apprehended on Tueſday Morning the 
nth of July by the Lord Lumley's Men, and the next 
Day the German Count and the Duke himſelf were 
likewiſe taken; ſo that being all chree ſecur'd by the 
Lord Lumley, they were under a ſtrong Guard con- 
veyed to London, and committed to the Tower, where 
arriving the 13th of July, the Duke was brought to 
the King's Preſence, when he immediately threw him- 
ſelf at his Majeſty's Feet, confeſs'd that he deſerved to 
die; bur at the ſame Time begg'd his Life, and con- 

uded with theſe Words: Remember, Sir, I am 
your Brother's Son, and if you take my Lite, it is 
* your own Blood that you will ſhed.* To this the 
King anſwer*d, He was ſorry for his Misfortune ; bur 
his Crime was ſo great, that he could not let it go 
unpuniſh'd, and therefore he muſt ſuffer. 

Upon which the Duke *roſe up, and was convey'd 
back to the Tower, and on Wedueſday the 15th of 
July 1685, about eleven in the Forenoon, was behead- 
ed on Tower-hill, where he deliver'd the following

After the Duke was beheaded, his = was put into 
a Coffin cover d with black Velvet; and carry'd back 
in a Hearſe into the Tower, where the Head bein 
ſew'd to the Body, it was privately inter'd in S. Peter's 
Chapel there; and the Tord Gray ſoon after obrain- 
ing his Majeſt *s Pardon, confirm'd many in their O- 
pinion, that he had betray'd him, who _ once be 
truly ſaid to be the Delight of the King his Father, 
end the Darling of the People, but was unfortunzely 
cut off in the 37th Year of his Age, having had Iſſue 
by the Lady Anne his Wife four and two Daugh- 
ters, as follows, viz.

being this Family, beſides his Grace the Duke, the 
Earls of Aboyn and Aberdeen, and the Viſcount Ken-

The Revolution happening then to come on, he 
appear*d very early in it, and was by the Prince 
Orange, upon his Acceptance of the Government. of 
Scotland, made Colonel of the Scots Horſe-Guards 3 
which Commiſſion was renew'd to him immediately 
after the Prince was declar*d King of that Realm, 
and at the ſame Time he was made one of the Lords 
of the Privy Council and Exchequer, and one of the 
Gentlemen of his Majeſty's Bed-chamber. 
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In 1690 King William ſent him into Scotland, to 
command a ſeparate Body of Troops under Lieu- 
renant-General Mackay, where, two Years after, he 
was made one of the Lords of the Treaſury, and in 
1693 he had a Patent to fit and vote in the Parlia- 
ment of Scotland, as Lord High Treaſurer, his Fa- 
ther then alive, and he not a Peer, 

His Father departing this Life, as aforeſaid, in 
1695, he laid aſide all Thoughts of Military Employ- 
ments, quitted the Sword, and was thereupon, bs 
the ſame King, made Lord Privy-Seal in Scotland, 
and one of the Extraordinary Lords of Seſſion. 

In the Year 1700 his Majeſty again thought fit to 
make him Lord High Commiſſioner, to repreſent his 
Royal Perſon in that Seſſions of Parliament, which 
began on the 21ſt of May, and on the 18th of June 
1701, in a Chapter held at Kenſington, was elected a 
Knight of the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, as at 
the lame Time was his Electoral Highneſs of Hano- 
ver, afterwards King George I. and on the 1oth of 
July following they were inftall'd at Windſor. 

His Grace having ſerv'd King William, as long as 
he lived, with Honour and Fidelity, her 3 
Queen Anne, upon her Acxeſſion to the Throne, fir 
made him Secretary of state, and entertaining the 
ſame juſt Sentiments of his Grace's Ability and good 
Conduct, in her Letter to the Parliament of Scotland, 
bearing Date the 15th of May 1702, amongf other 
Things acquainted them, That ſhe had appointed her 
truſty and right intirely beloved Coufin and Coun- 
ſellor, James Duke of Queenſberry, to be her Com- 
miſlioner, to repreſent her Royal Perſon in that Seſ- 
fion, being fully ſatisty'd ot his great Abilities and 
Fidelity for diſcharging that Truſt, and no leſs per- 
ſwaded that the Proofs he had given thereof, upon 
-— like Occaſion, would render him acceptable to 
them. ; 

After this the Parliament being prorogu'd to the 
18th of Auguſt, his Grace fer out ihe London, where 
being appointed by her Majeſty to be the firſt Com- 
miſhoner on the Part of Scotland, for treating of an 
Union between both Nations, they met the firſt Time 
at the Cockpit on the 22d of October; but Things 
being, not yet ripe ſor the accompliſhing the intend: 
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ed Union, hex Majeſty honour'd the Duke a ſecond

The next Morning he waited upon the Queen at 
Kenſington, where he found that gracious Reception 

which his never to be forgetten Services had de- 
ſerv'd, and as a Compenſation for his Time and For- 
tune, which he had expended in the Publick Affairs,

minated Paul in Spuran, from his being the King's

Archibald, who was the ſecond Earl of Argyle, 
being a Nobleinan of great Parts and Wiſdom, was 
by King James IV. promoted to be Chancellor, and 
Chamberlain of Scotland, and Maſter of his Majeſty's 


. Houſhold ; but on the gth of September 1 13, com- 


manding the Van of the ny at the Battle of Flod- 
den, where he behay'd himſelf with great Valour, 
was there kilPd with his Royal Maſter. 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter to John Earl of 
Lennox, and by her had four Sons and as many 
Daughters, Margaret marry'd to John Lord Erſkin, 
Iſabel to Gilbert Kenned Earl of Caſſils, and Mary to 
John Earl of Athole; and of their Sons, Colin the 
eldeſt ſucceeding his Father was one of the Privy 
Council to King James V. as alſo in his Reign made 
Lord Lieutenant ot the Borders, Warden ot the Mar- 
ches, Hereditary Sheriff of the County of Argyle 
Tuſtice General of Scotland, and Heredirary Maſter of 
the King's Houſhold ; and marrying the Lady Janet 
Gordon, Daughter to Alexander Earl of Huntley, b 
her had Archibald his Heir, and a Daughter name 
Margaret, who was firſt marry'd ro James Earl of 
Murray, and afterwards to John Earl of Sutherland. 

Archibald who ſucceeded, and was the fourth Earl 
of Argyle, was one of the Peers who, upon the Death 
of King James V. enter'd into an Aſſociation to op- 
poſe the then intended Match 1 Queen Mary 
and King Edward VI. of England, and in 1547, upon 
the Wars breaking out with that Kingdom, he re- 
warkably diſtinguiſh*d himſelf by his Valour and Con- 
duct, both at the Battle of Pinkie, and the Siege of 
Haddington, for his Queen and Country; and was 
Lord High Chancellor of Scotland. : : 

This noble Lord was alſo the firſt of his Quality 
who embraced the r Religion, and dying in 
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1558 left Iſſue by Helen his Wife, Daughter to James 
amilton Earl of Arran, Archibald his Heir, and 
Sir Colin Campbel of Buchan. 

Archibald who was the fifth Earl of Argrle, and a 
Perſon of ſingular Accompliſhments, enter'd into an 
Aſſociation with the Earls of Glencairn, Morton and 
others, wherein they bound themſelves to aſſiſt one 
another in advancing the - Cauſe of 1 which 
in 1560 they happily eſtabliſhed by 
ment · 

In 1571 he was conſtituted Lord High Chancellor 
of Scotland, which Office he enjoy'd with univer- 
ſal Reputation till 1575, the Time of his Death; 
and then leaving no Iſſue Male, Sir Colin Campbel of 
Buchan, his Brother, became Heir to the Eſtate and 
Honour. I 

Sir Colin, who was the ſixth Earl, was alſo made 
Lord High Chancellor of Scotland, and one of the 
Privy Council to King James VI. and dying in 1884 
left Iſſue by Agnes his Wife, Daughter to William 
Keith Earl of Mariſhal, Archibald his Son and Heir, 
who in the Year —_ in Reſpect of his great Merits 
obtain'd a Grant of the Country of Kintyre, whi 
was then ratify*d by Act of Parliament. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife Margaret, Daughter 
to William Douglas Earl of Morton, by whom he

Anceſtor to the Lord 
Cornwallis in England, by Lucy his Wife, 3d Daugh- 
ter and Coheir to John Nevil Lord Latimer, he had a 
Son nam'd James, (who in 1622 was created Baron of 
Kintyre, and in 1642 Earl of Irvine) as alſo a Daugh- 
ter Marry, marry'd to James Lord Rollo. 

Archibald, who was by the firſt Wife, and ſuc- 
ceeded in the Earldom, was one of the Privy Coun - 
cil to King Charles I. into whoſe Hands in 1638 he 
reſign'd the Juſticiary of all Scotland, (which had 
been in his Family for divers Ages) reſerving to him- 


ſelf and his Heirs only the juriſdiction Argyle, 


of Parlia- 
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and the Weſtern Iſles, and 'where-ever elſe he had 
Lands in Scotland; which was ratify'd by Act of Par- 
liament, and in 1639 he was one of thoſe fourteen 
who attended the King at Berwick. 

In 1641 he was created Marqueſs of Argyle, and 
in 1646 was ſent to Ireland to ferch oyer the Scotch 
Army, with which he return'd in May the ſame Year, 
and went to the King at Newcaſtle. 

This Archibald Marqueſs of Argyle, who was 
look'd upon as one of the greateſt Stateſmen of his 
Time, join'd with the Parliament of Scotland, being 
a zealous Aſſertor of the Preſbyterian Government, 
and contributed much to the Reception and Corona- 
tion of King Charles II. for on January x, 1551 he 
put the Crown upon his Head at Scoon; bur after the 
Reſtoration, Anno 1661, he was accuſed by the Earl 
of Middleton with a Multirude of Crimes, eſpeciall 
with having comply'd with Oliver, and been Acceſ- 
ſary to the Murder of the late King, for which he 
was on the 27th of May 1661 beheaded at the Market- 
Croſs of Edinburgh, (tho* he declar'd himſelf In- 
nocent on the Scaffold) and his Head was ſet up on 
the Talbooth-Gate, in the ſame Place from whence

Priſon by exchanging Cloaths with his Daughter, 
went over into Holland, and ſo eſcap'd his 23 
that Time, though he could not do it afterwards, but 
fell a Sacriſice to the ſame Rage that thus firſt made 
him miſerable; for in 1685, he having goteen about 
2000 Men together in Holland, he put them on board 
five Ships and ſet to Sea; and coming to the Iſles 
of Orkney, the Duke, why was then become King 
ames VII. R and that there were two 
clarations publiſh'd, one in the Name of all thoſe 
in Arms there, and the other in his own ; he ſaid in 
General of both, that he was charg'd in them of Uſur- 
ation and Tyranny, but gave no Particulars of the 
ormer, the Court contenting themſelves to put it 
in by Piece-meals into the Gazette, with what Ani- 
madverſions they pleas'd, but the laſt of them he pre- 
ſently communicated unto them. 
The Title of the firſt was in theſe Words: 


- ＋ HE Declaration of the Proteſtant People, (that 
* is to ſay) the Noblemen, Barons, Gentlemen, 
* and Commoners of all Sorts, in Arms, in the King-

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In that publiſh'd in his own Name, he declar*d; 
© He had not taken up Arms with thoſe who had ap- 
© pointed him to be their Leader, for no private End 
nor 2 — Prejudice; nor expected no Rewar 
but the Recovery of his Eſtate as it had been before 
© the pretended Forfeiture of his Family : And that 
© as he had ſuffer'd patiently for four Years in Ex- 
* ile, which he was compell'd to by an unjuſt Sen- 
© rence pronounced againſt him in the Reign of the 
late King, to whom he had been always Loyal and 
© Obedient, but he being dead, and the Duke of York 

having invaded the Religion and Liberties of the 
Kingdom, he thought ir not only juſt, but his Duty 
© to God and his Country, to oppoſe and repreſs his 
* Tyrannical Uſurpation ; and at the ſame Time he 
* invired all true Proteſtants to concur with him in 
his Undertaking» 


In June 1685 the Earl, being defeated and taken by 
a Countryman, was ſent Priſoner to the Caſtle of 
Edinburgh, and was beheaded at the Market-Croſs 
there on the 13th of the ſaid Month, for his former 
unpardonable Crime, in requiring Care ſhould be 
taken for the Proteſtant Religion, and the explainin 
the Teſt conformable thereunto ; for the Legality © 
which he had the Hands of the moſt eminent Lawyers 
about the City. 

This Archibald Earl of Argyle marry'd the Lady 
Mary Steuart, Daughter to James Earl of Murray by 
whom he had four Sons and two Daughters; of whic 
Anne was firſt marry'd to Richard Maitland Earl of 
Lauderdale, and after his Deceaſe ro Charles Earl of 
Murray, and Jane to William Kerr Marqueſs of Lo- 
thian; and of the Sons, which were Archibald, John, 
Charles, and James, the eldeſt was one of thoſe few 
Scotch Peers that came over from Holland with the 
Prince of Orange, and on the 5th of November 1688 
landed with him at Torbay. ES 

He was very inſtrumental in the Revolution in 
Scotland, and was own'd as Earl of Argyle by t 
Parliament before they took off the Atrainder againſt 
his Father, which, by the Claim of Right was de- 


clar'd to be a Reproach to the Nation. 
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This Earl was ſent from the Nobility, with Sir 
James Montgomery, and Sir John Dalrymple from the 
rons and Boroughs, to London, to offer the Crown 
of Scotland, in the Name of the Convention of E- 
ſtates, to their Majeſties King William and Queen 
Mary, for whoſe Service he carry'd over a Regiment 
to Flanders, conſiſting almoſt all, both Officers and 
Centinels, of his own Name and Family. | 
On the 11th of April 1589, the Day that their Ma- 
Jeſties were crown'd King and Queen of England, 
e, with the other Commiſſioners, preſented the A& 
of Settlement to their Majeſties, and taking their 
Oath, they were alſo the ſame Day proclaim'd Kin 
and Queen of Scotland ; and on the 11th of May fol- 
lowing, the Commiſſioners tender'd them the Coro- 
nation Oath, which was diſtinctly pronounced Word 
by Word by the Earl, while their Majeſties repeated 
the Sentences after him, holding. up their Right 
Hands all the while, according to the Cuſtom of 
Scotland, | 
Upon their Majeſties Advancement to the Throne, 
was admitted one of the Privy Council, one of 
the Lords of the Treaſury, Colonel of the Scots Guard 
of Horſe, and one of the extraordinary Lords of Seſ-

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In the 19th Year of his Age he was Major-General 
and Commander of a Regiment of Foot; at the Head 
of which, in 1694, he charge at the forcing the 
French Lines, where he loſt his whole-Company of 
Grenadiers, except three Men, and the beſt Part of 
his Regiment, 

He likewiſe greatly diſtinguiſh'd himſelf through 
the whole Courſe of the late War; as at the Battle 
of Ramellies, where he was Brigadier; and at the 
Siege of Menin, of which he took Poſſeſſion; com- 
manded at the taking the Fort of Plaſſendale ; and 
aſliſt:d- at rhe Siege of Oftend ; was active at the Bat- 
tle of Audenarde, and afterwards took Poſſeſſion of 
Liſle, (the Siege of which Town he had aſſiſted in) as 
alſo at Ghent and Bruges; and in 1709 particularly 
ſignaliz'd himſelf at the Siege of Tournay and the 
Battle of Blareignes, 

In 1705, and the 22d Year of his Age, he was ap- 
pointed . by Queen Anne, to be her Majeſty's High 
Commiſſioner to the Parliament of Scotland, and was 
afterwards made General of her Armies, and Gene- 
ral and Commander in Chief in North Britain, Vice- 
roy of Minorca, Governor of Port Mahon, one of 
the Privy Council, Colonel and Captain of the 8 
Troop of Guards, and Colonel of one of her Majeſty's 
oldeſt Regiments of Foot - 

He was alſo by her Majeſty made Baron of Chat- 
ham, Earl of Greenwich, one of the Privy Council 
in England, Knight of the Moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, one of the extraordinary Lords of Seſſion 
Embaſſador Extraordinary to King Charles IIL an 
Commander in Chief ot the Engliſh Forces in Spain. 

Upon the Demiſe of the Queen, Auguſt 1, 1714, he 
was made Choice of by his Majeſty King George I. 
to be one of the Lords Juſtices *cill he arriv'd from 
Hanover; and on the 19th of the ſaid Month was 
appointed firſt Gentleman of the Bed-chamber and 
Groom of the Stole -to his Royal Higneſs George 
Prince of Wales 3 as on the 27th he was appointed 
General of the Foot, and General and Commander in 
Chief of his Majeſty's Forces in Scotland, 

On the 1ſt of October he was r one of his 
Majeſty's Privy Council; and on the 2oth aſſiſting at 
his Coronation, there carry'd the Scepter. * 
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About the Beginning of the Year 1715 he was ap- 
pointed Lord Lieutenant of the County of Surry, as 
on the 8th of June the ſame Year he was made Colo- 
nel of the Royal Blue Regiment of Horſe Guards, 
and on the 31ſt of Auguſt following was appointed one 
of his Maje y's Cabiner Council, 

On the 7th of July 1716 he was again appointed 
one of the Lords Juſtices whilſt his Majeſty went to 
Hanover, and on the 6th of February 1718-19 was 
made Steward of his — Houſhold, and after- 


wards Duke of Greenwic 
On the 14th of june 1720 he was a third Time 


made one of the Lords Juſtices, as vn the 3d of June 


1723, he was a 4th Time. 

On the 1ſt o un 1725 he being made Maſter- 
General of the Ordnance, and a 5th Time one of the 
Lords Juſtices, he then reſign'd his Poſt of Steward 
of his Majeſty's Houſhold, and was ſucceeded therein 
by the Duke of Dorſet. 

On the 26th of Auguſt 1726 he was made Colonel 


of the Princeſs of Wales's ewn Regiment of Horſe, 


in the room of the Lord Londonderry; as on the 31 
of May 1727 he was a 6th Time appointed one of the 
Lords Juſtices; and is now Maſter-General of the 
Ordnance, Colonel of the above-mention'd Regi- 
ment to the Queen, High Steward of the Borough of 
Malmſbury in the County of Wilts, and one of his 
Majeſty's Privy Council, and aſſiſting at his Coro- 
nation, there carry'd the Scepter with the Dove. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife Mary Daughter to 
John Brown, Eſq; and Niece to Sir Charles Duncomb, 
Knt. Lord Mayor of London; but ſhe dying in 1716 
without Iflue, his Grace marry'd to his {ſecond Wife, 
Mrs. Tane Warburton, one of the Maids of Honour 
to her Majeſty Queen Anne, both when ſhe was Prin- 
ceſs of Denmark and Queen of Great Britain, as alſo 
to her late Majeſty Queen Caroline, when Princeſs of 
Wales, and by her he has four Daughters, the eldeſt 
of which is nam'd Carolina, her Majeſty being her 
Godmother,

glaſs of Bonckle, Preſtoun, Robertoun, Bothwell and 
Glenberyy, and Lord Lieutenant of Angus. 


Created 
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Created Earl of Douglaſs in the County of Clydeſ- 
dale, by King David Bruce, Anno 1357 ; Earl of the 
County of Angus, April 9, 1389, by Robert III. Mar- 
queſs ot Douglas, June 17, 1633, the gth of Charles I. 
and Duke of Douglas, Marqueſs of Angus, Marqueſs 
and Earl of Abernethy, Viſcount Jedburgh, and Lord 
Douglaſs of Bonckle, Preſtoun and Robertoun, April 
18, 1703, the 2d of Queen Anne. | 

This — and illuſtrious Family may be reckon'd 
one of the moſt renown*d of any Subjects Family in 
Europe, there not being a Kingdom but their Name is 
known, and ſome of their great Actions recorded; 
and from theſe in Scotland were deſcended the Fa- 
mily of Scoti in Plaiſance in Italy, the Riari-Scoti in 
Bononia, the Mari-Scoti in Mantua, the Baroni-Scoti 
in Florence, and the Paperoni-Scori in Rome; and in 
St. Lawrence's Church in Plaiſance, the Family have 
twelve Monuments. 

In Muſcovy and Sweden there are ſeveral of this Fa- 
mily which make a great Figure; and the City of 
Dantzick in Poland, being relieved by one Douglaſs a 
Scotchman, they erected a triumphal Arch in Com- 
memoration of that glorions Action, which to this 
Day is call'd Douglafs-Port or Gate, and the Suburb 
without it, Little Scotland; and chey alſo enacted, 
that a Man born in Scotland ſhould for ever be a Free- 
man of Dantzick as much as a Native. 

In France this Family have had very great Com- 
mands and Titles; for one of the Name who was Earl 
of Wigtoun in Scotland, was by Charles the 9th of 


France, mad: Duke of Turenne in that Country (for 


his Service in the Wars againſt the Engliſh) and an- 
other was Count de Longueville. 

About the Year 1329 there were in Scotland of 
this Name, fix Earls at one Time, viz. Douglas, An- 
Bus, Morton, Ormond, Murray and Wigtoun, (be- 

efore-mention'd) and now, beſides his Grace of 
whom we are ſpeaking, there is the Duke of Queenſ- 
berry, the Earls of March and Morton, and the Lord 
Mordington ; and for their Service to their Country, 
this Family had three noble Privileges allow'd them 
by King and Parliament, viz. That they ſhould have 


the firſt Vote in the Parliament; 2dly, Should lege 
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the Van of the Army; and 3dly, Should carry the 


Crown, if preſent, at publick Solemnities. 
The Original of this illuſtrious Family is deriv'd 


from one Sholto, a black pale Man, which, as thoſe: 


Words are ſaid to ſignify (both in old Britiſh and 
Iriſh) was Dou glaſs; and he, in rhe Reign of Sol- 


vathius King of Scotland, and the Year of Chriſt 570 


being the principal Man that routed Donald Bane ani 
his Forces, who had invaded his Country ; the King 
royally rewarded his Services, and made him a Grant 
of large Poſſeſſions in the County of Lanark, which 
he or his Succeſſors call'd Douglaſs, and from thence 
took the Surname of the Family. 

To Sholto ſucceeded Hugh his Son, who was Father 
of another Hugh, and William, which William was 
Lord of Douglaſs, and Progenitor of the Family of 


Scoti in Italy; and alſo Father of John Lord of Dou- 
glaſs, whoſe Son William the next Lord of the Fa- 


mily, had Archibald his Heir, and Bricius Biſhop 
ot Murray. 

Archibald, who was the 6th Lord of Douglaſs, mar- 
ryd one of the Coheirs of the Name and Baron 
Crawford, and by her had a Son named William, 
which Son was Father of Hugh de 8 who 
lived in the Time of Alexander the third, and ſig- 
naliz'd himſelf at the Battle of Largs, where the 
Scots (in 1236) obtained a glorious Victory over the 
Norvegians. | 

He marry'd Margery Daughter to Alexander, and 
Siſter ro Hugh Lord of Abernethy; but having no 
ſurviving Iſſue Male, William his Brother, call'd the 
Hardy, became Heir; and in che Year 1295 was 
made Governor of Berwick ; but eight Years after, 
falling into the Enemies Hands, he there dy'd a Pri- 
ſoner, leaving Iſſue by his firſt Wife, Daughter to 
Keith of that 11k, tw» Sons, James and Hugh; 
and by his ſecond Wife, who was Margaret, Daugh- 
ter to Ferrers Earl of Derby in England, he 
had Archibald Lord of Galloway, and John the Pro- 
genitor of the Earl of Morton. 

ames, who ſucceeded his Father, was commonly 
call'd the Good Sir James, and laid the Foundation of 
the Grandeur of the Houſe of Douglaſs, he being fa- 
mous all the World over for his Valour and glorious 
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Actions in the Service of his Country, for which his 


Memory will ſtill be honour'd. | 

In the Year 1313 he aſſaulted and took the Caſtle 
of Roxburgh from the Engliſh, for King Roberr 
Bruce; and the next Year commanded the Left Wing 
of the Scots Army at the Battle of Bannockburn, 
where he behay*d ſo well as to merit the Honour o 
Knighthood in the Field, under the King's diſplay'd 
Banner; which Title, in former Times, was eſteem'd 
more Honourable than Peerage, | 

He was likewiſe by that King, made Warden of 
the Marches towards England, where, and in other 
Places, for his good Services, he had a Grant of the 
Caftle, Village and Foreſt of Jedworth, then erected 
into a free Foreſtry; as alſo had a noble Compart- 
ment of a Wreath of Stakes added to his Arms, be- 
cauſe he wreath'd in the Engliſh in the ſaid Foreſt, 
that they could not eſcape, and there defeated them ; 


and afterwards meeting King Edward's Army at North- 
allerton in Yorkſhire, he there gave them Battle, 


and flew three of the moſt valiant Captains in Eng- 
land with his own Hand. 

King Robert Bruce dying on the gth of July 1329, 
his Body was bury'd in Dumfermline, but, accor- 
ding to his Deſire, his Heart was carry'd to Jeruſalem 
by the ſaid Sir James Douglaſs, his great Favourite, 
who ſerv'd him to the Day of his Death with con- 

ant Love and Loyalty in all Chances of Peace and 
War) and thereby atchiev'd the antient and paternal 
Coat of Arms of his Family, being Pearl, a Man's 
Heart Ruby, enſign'd with an Imperial Crown pro-

This Sir James, in his Journey to ſeruſalem, Anno 
1:30, was accompany*d by Sir William Sinclair and 
Sir Robert Logan, two eminent Knights, whom he 
took for his Companions, and as they paſs'd through 
Spain, he join'd the King of Arragon againſt the Sa- 
razens, and obtain'd the Victory in ſeveral Battles: 
After which he paſs'd with his Companions to the 
Holy Land, where he bury'd the King's Heart with 
great Solemnity and Reverence at the Holy Grave 
and there join'd the Chriſtians againſt the Turks an 
Sarazens ; but in his Return to Spain, he again join- 
ing the King of Arragon againſt che Infdels ap 


as 
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flain on the 26th of Auguſt 1331 by a Party that lay 


in Ambuſh for his Life, (and his mpanions were 
ſlain alſo;) and thus ended the moſt Noble and Va- 
liant Sir James Douglas, who might be reckon'd a- 
mong the moſt famous Warriors of any Age; for he 
is ſaid to hay: been in 57 Battles and Rencounters 
againſt the Engliſh, and 13 ſeveral Times victorious 
a png ae Turks and Sarazens, and all in the Space 
of 24 Years. "EOS 

This great and illuſtrious Perſon was ſucceeded by 
Hugh his Brother; but he having no Iſſue of his own 


Body (in the Year 1343) refign'd the Lordſhip of 


Douglaſs in Favour of Sir William his Nephew, the 
Son of Archibald Earl of Galloway, who in 1333 
was flain at the Battle of Hallidonhill. 

In 1331 the ſaid Sir William, Lord of Douglaſs, 
was ſent Embaſſador by the Nobles of S cotland to 
King David II. who was then in France, to bring him 
over to take Poſſeſſion of his Kingdom, which he 
did the Year following; and in 1338 Sir William 
having the Command of an Army, he therewith took 
the City and Caſtle of Edinburgh, (from Edward Ba- 
liol) for the ſaid King David, and recover'd all the 
Lands of Tiviotſdale, of which he was made Lord. 

In 1339 he fought a Battle againſt Laurence Aber- 
nethy, the chiet Captain to Edward Baliol, by whom 
he was routed 3 but in a qth Battle after that, the 
Scots obtain'd the Victory, and the ſaid Sir William 
took the ſaid Abernethy Priſoner, with all the Men 
of Note of his Army, and carry'd them to Dumbar- 
ton Caſtle ro Robert Steuart then Regent, who or- 
der'd great Solemnity and Rejoycing for the Victory, 
to the Honour and Praiſe of Sir William, who was 
much eſteem'd by all King David's Party. 

In 1346 he was Warden of the Weſt Marches to- 
wards England; and on the 17th of October the 
ſame Year, accompanying King David to the Battle of 
Durham, was there taken Priſoner with his Sovereign; 

ut was ſoon after releaſed, and in 1177 was, among 
other Nobles, bound to King Edward III. of England, 
for an Hundred Thouſand Marks Sterling, for the 
Ranſom of the ſaid King Davidz and much about 
the ame Time he was dignify'd with the Title of Earl 
of Douglaſs, : Ho 
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He marry'd to his firſt Wife Margaret, Siſter and 
ſole Heir to Thomas Earl of Mar, by whom he had 
jones his Succeſſor, and a Daughter Ifabel ; which 

aughter, after the Death of her Brother, became 
Counteſs of Mar, and was marry'd to Sir Alexander 
Steuart, Kt, 

To his zd Wife, the ſaid William Earl of Douglaſs 
marry d Margaret, Daughter to Patrick Earl of March, 
and by her * Archibald Lord of Galloway, aſter- 
wards Earl of Douglaſs; and by his third and laſt 
Wife Margaret, Daughter and Heir to Thomas Steu- 
art, Earl of Angus, (Son of Sir Alexander Steuart of 
Bonckle, Son ot Sir John Stenart, Brother to James 
Lord High Steward of Scotland, Father of Walter 
Lord High Steward, Father of King Robert II.) he 
had George Douglaſs the firſt Earl of Angus of that 
Name, his Mother reſigning the Earldom in his Fa- 
your, | 

To this William Earl of Douglaſs ſucceeded James 
by his firſt Wife before-mention*d, which James, on 
the 5rh of Auguſt 1388, was kill'd at the Battle of 
Orterburne, (otherwiſe call'd Cheviot Chace, which 
was the Occaſion of the old Poem of that Name, much 
commended by the Spectator) victoriouſly fighting for 
his King and Country; and his Standard and the 
Mace of Iron which he fought with are now in Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Family of Douglaſs of Cavers. This 
Earl, in Right of his Mother, ſucceeded to the Ho- 
nours and Eftate ot Mar, to which his Siſter (Iſabel) 
of the whole Blood ſucceeded, on his Demiſe, without 
lawful Iſſue; but in the Honours and Eſtate of Dou- 
glaſs, he was ſucceeded by Archibald Lord of Gal- 

way, his Half-Brother. 

In 1381 he was ſent Embaſſador to France; and 
afrerwards marrying Elizabeth, Daughter and ſole 
Heir to Thomas Murray, Lord Bothwell, with her 
had that Lordſhip ; and thereupon an Augmentation 
to his Arms, viz. Azure, three Stars within a double 
Treſſure Or; and dying in the Year 1400 left Iſſue 
Archibald, his Succeſſor, and a Daughter nam'd Mar- 
Jory ; which Daughter was marry'd to David Prince of 
Scotland, eldeſt Brother to King James I, 

Archibald, who ſucceeded, was a Nobleman of 
great Valour and Conduct; and for that and *

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bright Qualities he was made Captain-General of 
10,000 Men, which in 1421 were tranſported into 
France, in Behalf of the French againſt the Engliſh, 
and did ſuch 2 Service to that Crown, that King 
Charles VII. of · that Realm, inveſted him with the 
Duchy of Turenne, which continued in the Family 
*rill after Lewis IV. and alſo made him Marſhal of 
France; hut on the zcth of Auguſt 1425 he having 
the chief Command at the — of Vernoil, there 
loſt his Life, as did his Son the Earl of Wigton, and 
his Son-in-Law the Earl of Buchan, and their Cor 
were all bury'd with great Solemaity in St. Gracian's 
Church in Tournay-

he dy'd in the Month of February 1452, and leaving 
no Iſſue, James his Brother, the Earl of Murray, 
became Heir.

T HE moſt high, puiſſant, and noble Prince, 
James Murray, Duke, Marqueſs and Earl 
of Athole, Marqueſs and Earl of Tullibardin, Viſ- 
count Glenalmond, and Lord Murray, Hereditary 
Sheriff of the County of Perth, Bailiff of Fife, and 
Hereditary Keeper of the King's Palace of Falkland, 
Lord Keeper of the Privy Seal, and Knight of the 
Moſt Noble and Antient Order of the Thiſtle, one of the 
ſixteen Peers for Scotland; and now, fince the Death 
of the Earl of Derby, has taken his Seat as an Eng- 
liſh Peer, by the Title of Lord Baron Strange, of 
Knokyn, Lord of Man, and Admiral of that Iſland. 

Created Lord — of Tullibardin in the County 
of Perth, April the 25th in 1604, the zd of James VI. 
Earl and Marqueſs of Athole in the County of Perth, 
February the 17th in 1676, the 28th of Charles II. 
Viſcount Glenalmond, and Earl of Tullibardin, July 
the 27th in 1697, the gth of William III. and Mar- 
queſs of Tullibardin, and Duke of Athole, April the 
zoth in 1703, the 2d of Anne. 

This noble Family of the Murrays is of great Anti- 
quity in the County of Perth, and were deſcended

Sir Andrew, who ſucceeded, dying in the Year 1338 
left Iſſue a Son nam'd William, the Father of Sir Wal- 
ter Murray, whoſe Son David was knighted b King 
ames I, and founded the Collegiate Church of Tulli- 
ardin 3 and he dying in 1446 left William his Suc- 
ceſſor, and a Daughter Marion; marry'd to Malcolm 
brummond of Cargill, Anceſtor to the Earl of Perth.

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William, who was the next Heir, was knighred by 
King James III. made Steward of Strathern ; and he 
marrying Mary, Daughter to the Earl of Mariſhal,

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to King Charles I. in the Beginning of his Troubles, 
Anno 1640, when he raiſed an Army of 2000 Men for 
his Service. 

He marry'd Jane, Daughter to Sir Duncan Campbel 
of Glenurchy; and dying in 1642 by her left Iſſue 
_ his Succeſſor, who in 1653, when but eighteen 

ears of Age, loyally took up Arms in Defence of 
King Charles II. and had ſeveral Encounters with the 
Engliſh Uſurpers in the North of Scotland; for which 
his _ after his Reſtoration, made him Juſtice 
General, Lord Priyy Seal, Captain of his Guards, one 
of the extraordinary Lords of Seſſion, and created 
him Marqueſs of Athole. 

On the 11th of June 1685, the firſt of James VII. 
he totally deteated a Party of the Earl of Argyle's 
Men; after which he was conſtituted Lord Lieutenant 
of the County of Argyle, and made Knight of the 
Thiſtle 3 and dying in May 1703 left Iflue by Amilia 
his Wite, Daughter to that valiant and loyal Noble- 
man James Stanley, Earl of Derby in England, five 
Sons and one Daughter; whereof John the eldeſt 
ſucceeded, Charles the zd was Earl of Dunmore, and 
William the 4th was Lord Nairn; and the ſaid Daugh-

In the Reign of King William III. John, who ſuc- 
ceeded his Father, was made Secretary of State, Lord 
High Commiſſioner to the Parliament, Chancellor of 
the Univerſity of St. Andrews, and Earl of Tullibar- 
din.

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N. T HE moſt high, puiſſant and noble Princ 

T ames Graham, Buke, Margueſs and Earl of 
Montroſe, Marqueſs of Graham, Lord of Eſkdale, 
Dundaff, Kincairn, and Mugdock, Chancellor of the 
Univerſity of Glaſgow, Hereditary Sheriff of the 
Counties of Dumbarton and. Sirliog, Fellow of the 
ent Society, and one of his Majeſty's Privy Coun- 
Cil. 

Created Earl of Montroſe in the County of Forfar, 
March the zd in 1504, the 5th of James IV. Mar- 
queſs the 16th of L the 2oth of Charles I, 
and Marqueſs of Graham, and Duke of Montroſe, 
April the 24th in 1707, the 6th of Queen Anne. 

According ro Hiſtorians, this noble and iluſtrious 
Family. is deſcended from no leſs Perſon than the 
renowned Greme, that in the Year of CHKIST 404 
was General of King Fergus II.'s Army; and in 420 
making a Breach upon the Trench or Wall, which 
the Emperor Severus had made between the Scots 
Forth and the River Clyde, as the utmoſt Bounds of 
the Roman Empire, to keep out the Scots from mo- 
leſting them in their Poſſeſſions, the ſaid Trench has 
ever ſince been called Graham's Dike; and during the 
Minority of Eugene II. the Son of Fergus II. he was 
Governor of Scotland, and (as is agreed by moſt Au- 
thors) was the Son of a Scotch Nobleman, who mar- 
ry d a Lady of the Blood Royal of Denmark. 

In the Year 1125 William de Graham was one of 
the Wirneſl=s to the - yy ag Foundation of the Ab- 
bey of Holyrood Houſe, by King David I. and Sir 
David Graham, Kt. obtaining from King William the 
Lion, a Grant of the Lands of Charleton and Pur- 
rowfield in the County of Forfar, was therein ſuc- 
ceeded by Sir David his Son, who had alſo a Grant 
from Maldwin Earl of Lennox, of the Lands 0 
Strathblane and Mugdock ; and from the Earl of Dun- 
bar got the Lands of Dundaff. 

To Sir David the 2d ſucceeded Sir David the zd, 
his Son; he obtained diſtinct Charters of his whole 
Lands, and had them ratify'd to him under the Gren: 
Seal of Alexander III. and afterwards marrying An- 
nabel, Siſter to Malyſs Earl of Strathern, with her 
had the Barony of Kincaira in the County of Perl,

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and by her Sir Patrick his Son and Heir, who was 
High Sheriff of the County of Stirling, 

n the Lear 1296 Sir Patrick, ſtrenuouſly aſſertin 
the Honour Ad Independency of his Country again 
the Engliſh, was kill'd at the Battle of Dunbar, and 
left Iſſue two Sons; whereof Sir David ſucceeded 
him, and Sir Nicol the youngeſt, mays the Heir 
of Robert de Avenel, with her had t ny of 
Eſkdale in the South. 

He was alſo the 8 of Sir John Graham, 
that renowned Patriot, who loft his Life in his Coun- 
try's Service at the Battle of Falkirk, and whom all 
the Scots Hiſtorians celebrate as the braveſt Scotch- 
__ next to Sir William Wallace, in the Age he 
iv'd. 

Sir David before- mention'd, who ſucceeded his Fa- 
ther, being alſo a very great Patriot for his Country, 
and a zealous Loyaliſt in Behalf of King Robert 
Bruce, he (upon that King's Acceſſion to the Throne) 
had a Grant of divers Lands, for his good and faith- 
ful Services before that Time perform'd ; and in the 
Year 1320 was one of the Barons who wrote that 
notable Letter to the Pope, aſſerting the Independency ' 
of Scotland, and extolling the ſaid King as the Na- 
tion's glorious Deliverer; to which famous Record 
the Seal of this noble Perſon is ſtill intire. 

in the Year 1346, when King David was taken Pri- 
ſoner at the Battle of Durham, Sir David Graham, 
the Son of the laſt Sir David, was one of the Mag. 


- nates of Scotland appointed to treat with the Engli 


touching his Redemption; and Sir Patrick his Son, 
who was Lord of Dundaff, was one of the Hoſtages 
for the Ranſom ; and was Father of Sir William Gra- 
ham, Knt. Lord of Kincarn. 

Sir William laſt mention'd marry'd to his firſt 
Wife Mary, Daughter to Sir John Oliphant, and b 
her had a Son named Alexander; and by his ſecon 
Wife, the Lady Mary Steuart, Daughter to King Ro- 
bert III. he had ſeveral Sons, of whom are the Gra- 
hams of Fintrie, Dundee, Garvock and Balgoun. But 

aving done with this Branch, we return to Alexan- 
der the eldeſt ; which Alexander dying in the Life- 
time of his Father left Patrick his Son, who ſuc- 
ceded his Grandfather, and in the Minority of King

to him ſucceeded William his Son. | 

William, who was the next. Heir, marry'd Jane 
Daughter to George Douglas Earl of Angus; an 
dying in the Year 1472 by her left William his Suc- 
ceſſor, and a Daughter named Chriſtian z which 
Daughter was marry d to Thomas Maule of Panmure ; 
and the ſaid William her Brother, who ſucceeded, was 
a Commander in the Army of King James III. whom 
he often aſſiſted in his greateſt Diſtreſſes. 

He was alſo in great Favour with King James IV. 
by whom he was created Earl of Montroſe ; but on 
the gth of September 15 5 being with his Majeſty at 
the Battle of Flodden, there loſt his Life, leaving 
Iſſue by his za Wife Andrew, who was the firſt Pro- 
teſtant Biſhop of Dumblain, and Patrick, of whom 
are the Grahams of Inchbrakoe, Gorthy and New- 
town, and by his firſt Wife Annabella, Daughter to 
John Lerd Drummond, he had William his Heir, 
who was one of, the Tutors to King James V. 

He marry'd Janet, Daughter to William Keith, Earl 
of Mariſhal, and by her had four Sons and three 
Daughters; of which Margaret was marry'd to Ro- 
bert Lord Erſkine ; Elizabeth ro John Earl of Caith- 
neſs; and Agnes to Sir William Murray of Tullibar- 
din; and Robert his eldeſt Son dying before him 
left Iſſue by Margaret his Wife, Daughter to Mal- 
colm Lord Fleming, John, who ſucceeded his Grand- 
father. the two youngeit Sons are repreſented by 
Killern and Orchil. 

In the Reign of King James VI. John, who was the 
2d Earl, was firſt made Lord High Treaſurer of Scot- 
land, then one of the Privy Council, next Lord High 
Chancellor, and laftly Viceroy of that Kingdom du- 
ring Life; and dying in the Year 1608 left Iſſue by 
Jane his Wife, Daughter to David Lord Drummond, 
three Sons, and a Daughter named Lilias ; whic 
Daughter was marry*d to John Fleming, Earl of Wig-

** who ſucceeded, was a Nobleman much no- 
ted for his Activity and Ability both in Military and 
Stare Aﬀairs, and in 1637 engaged to join the Preſby- 
terian Faction, being the firſt that march'd his Men 
over Tweed in the firſt Scotch Invaſion ; but in 1643 
when he ſaw his Countrymen deſign'd the Ruin & 
the King and Monarchy, he diſengaged from them, 
and waiting upon the King at Oxford, where he diſ- 

the covenanting 
Rebels; and offering to ſerve his Majeſty with his 
Life and Fortune, and either loſe both, or bring his 
Enemies to due Obedience, he was thereupon made 
Captain-General and Commander in Chief of the 
Forces to be raiſed in Scotland for his Majeſty's Ser- 
rey ""_ which he did Feats of Wonder againſt the 

ebels. 

In 1644 he was advanced to the Dignity of a Mar- 
queſs; and in che ſame Year being join'd by 1500 
Men brought from Ireland, which were raiſed and 
commanded by Alexander Macdonnel, Marqueſs of 
Antrim, he on the firſt of September gave Battle to 
the Enemy, conſiſting of 6000 Foot and 700 Horſe, 
at Tippermoor, where he flew 20co, and took. a greater 
Number Priſoners. 

In 1645 he almoſt reduced the Kingdom, gainin 
ſeveral glorious Victories, as the Battles of Alfor 


'Aldearn, Aberdeen, Inverlochy, and Kilſyth and 


took the City of Edinburgh; but on the 13th of Sep- 
tember the {ame Year, being unexpectedly atrack*d at 
Philiphavgh, by Major General Leſley, he was there 
totally deteared, — compell'd wich great Loſs to re- 
tire to the Highlands 3 where receiving his Majeſty's 
politive Orders for laying down his Arms by a certain 
— prefix*d, and to leave the Kingdom, he on the 
zit of July 3645 brought his Army to a Rendezvous 
at Rattery in the Shire of Mearns, or Kincardin, aud 
tnere made a very moving Speech to them, exhorting 
them to continue in Obedience and Duty to the King 3 
and after taking leave of them in a moſt affectionate 

. E 3 Manner, 
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Manner, he diſbanding them left Scotland, and land- 
ed in Norway, from whence he travelled to Holland, 
and trom thence to France, where, and in Germany, 
he continu'd till he heard ot the Murder of his Royal 
Maſter, and then went to the Hague, and preſented 
himſelt ro King Charles II. by whom he was very 
graciouſſy· receiv d, and made Knight of the Garter, 

In the Year 1650, he having gather'd together about 
oo Soldiers and 100 Officers, Dutch and Germans, 
or his Majeſty's Service, embark'd with them for 
Scotland, and on the xzth of April landed in the 
Iſles of Orkney, from whence he came over to the 
Continent of the Shire of Caithneſs, and there pub- 
liſh'd his Declaration, which was, that he came with 
the King's Commiſſion, to aſhſt thoſe his good Sub- 
ps to preſerve them from Oppreflion 3 that 

e did not intend to give any Interruption to the Trea- 
he heard was enter'd into with his Majeſty, but on 
the contrary hoped, that his being at the Head of an 
Army, how ſmall ſoever, that was faithful to the 
King, might advance the ſame. But the Parliament 
at Edinbur h, which was then ſway'd by the Marcueſs 
of Argyle CMonrroſe's ones Enemy) and his Fac- 
tion, having Notice of his Longing and March, im- 
mediately order d General David Letley, with all their 
Standing Forces, to rendezvous at Breichen; and at 
the ſame Time gave Commiſſion to Colonel Strachan 
to march with all the Horſe, to ſtop the Marqueſs of 
Montroſe's March, and to hinder ſuch of the King's 
Friends as were in Readineſs to join him. 

According to which Orders, Colonel Strachan 
march*d North, and encounter*d the Marqueſs's ſmall 
Army, who gave them Battle, but were ſoon over- 
come, and moſt of his ſmall Party being taken Pri- 
ſoners, the Marqueſs diſguiſed himſelt in a common 
Highlander's Dreſs, and fled to the Laird of Aſtyn, in 
whoſe Houſe he remain'd ſome Days in that Diſguiſe ; 
but ſtrict Search — made for him, and a great Re- 
ward offer*d to — y at ſhould take him, and at the 
fame Time, all ſuch as would ſhelter or aſſiſt him 
threaten'd with Loſs of Life and Fortune; the Lair 
of Aſſyn, either out of fear of being proſecuted, or 


baſe Covetouſneſs of the Reward, betray'd bim, and 


elt- 
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deliver'd him up to Colonel Strachan, who carry'd 
him to General Leſley. 
The Parliament Being inform'd that the. M 


was taken Priſoner, and conſidering that his Preſence 


and Behaviour — 4 gain him Favour among the 
People, they thought fir to paſs their Sentence againſt 
him before he ſhould come to Edinburgh; and upon 
the 17th of May they appointed a Committee to draw 
up his Sentence; to which, in the ſame Forenoon, 
they gave in their Report in Writing; wherein they 
determin'd, that as ſoon as he ſhould come to Town, 
he ſhould be receiv'd at the Watergate by the Ma- 
giſtrates and Hangman; that he ſhould be ry'd with 
Cords on an high Chair or Bench, bare headed, in 
a Cart purpoſely made for him, the Hangman to ride 
upon the Horſe that drew the Cart, cover'd, and to 
be brought through the Town to the Talbooth, from 
whence he ſhould be carry'd to the Croſs of Edin- 
burgh, and hang'd on a Gibbet zo Foot high, with 
his Declaration about his Neck, and ſo hang three 
Hours in publick View. After which he ſhould be 
beheaded and quarter*'d ; his Head to be fix*d upon the 
Talbooth of Edinburgh, and his Legs and Arms over 
the Gates of Aberdeen, Perth, Stirling and Glaſgow 3 
and in Caſe he repented, and was abfolv'd of the 
Sentence of Excommunication, his Body ſhould be 
bury'd in the Gray Fryars, if not, to be bury'd in the 
Borough Moor. 

Upon the 18th of May he was brought te Edin- 
burgh ; and being met at the Water-gate by the Ma- 
giſtrates, Guards and Hangman of the City, the reſt 


of the Prifoners being ty'd two and two egos 


walk'd bare-headed before him; and he being place 
in the Cart, and the Hangman riding before him, 
paſs'd thro? the Streets, &c. 

When he came to the Talbooth, and was taken 
from the Cart, he gave Gold to the Hangman, telling 
him, that was a Reward for driving the Cart; and 

eing put into Priſon at Seven o'Clock that Nigh 
the Parliament immediately met, and ſent ſome of 
their Members with ſeveral Miniſters to examine him; 
but he refuſed to anſwer to any Thing until he knew 
vpon. what Terms they ſtood with the King z which 

eng reported to the Parliament, they ſent Notice to 
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him, that the King and they were agreed ; but he de- 
ſir d to be at Reſt for that Night, aying, The Com- 


prongs they had made him that Day had ſome what 


igu' d him. i 

The next Day, being Sunday, he was conſtantly at- 
tended by Members ot Parliament and Miniſters, who 
uſed many threatning Arguments to prevail with him 
to acknowledge himſelf Guilty of ſuch Crimes, as they 
had ſumm d up againſt him in Charge; but his Lord- 
ſhip gave them no Satisfaction. 

On Monday in the Forenoon he was 3 be- 
fore the Parliament, where the Earl of Loudon, the 

Chaucellor, charg'd him with his Miſcarriages againſt 
the firſt Covenant, as alſo his Behaviour againſt the 
Solemn League and Covenant, and his Invaſton and 
joining with the Iriſh Rebels in Blood Guilrineſs, for 
which GOD had then brought him to juſt Puniſhment : 
Whereupon the Marqueſs deſired ro know, if he 
might be allowed to ſpeak for himſelf, which being 
granted, he ſaid, * Since you declare unto me, that 
vou have agreed with the King; I look upon you 

© as if his Majeſty were fitting among you, therefore 
© I appear with becoming Reverence bare-headed : 
© My Care hath been always to walk as became a good 
© Chriſtian, and a loyal Subject. I engag'd in the 
© firſt Covenant, and was faithful to it, until J per- 
© ceived ſome private Perſons made Colour of Reli- 
* gion, and intended to wring the Authority from 
his Majeſty. As for that term'd the Solemn League 
and Covenant, I thank GOD, I never was in it, ſo 
could not break it, but how far Religion hath been 
© advanced by it, and the ſad Conſequences that have 
* follow'd it, theſe poor diſtreſs'd Kingdoms can wit- 


* neſs. When his late Majeſty, by the Blefling of GOD, | 


© had almoſt ſubdu'd his Enemies that roſe again 
him in England, and a Faction of this Kingdom that 
© went totheir Aſſiſtance, his Majeſty gave me a Com- 
miſſion to divert thoſe Forces from going againſt 
him. I acknowledg'd the Command moſt juſt, and 
© confider'd myſelf bound in Conſcience and Duty to 
© obey it. What my Carriage was upon that Occa- 
« ſion, many of you can bear Witneſs : No, Man's 
Blood was ever ſpilt by me but in Battle, and even 


« then many thouſand Lives I have preſerv'd; 55 LM 
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© T came in upon his Majeſty's Warrant, ſo at his 
© Command I laid afide all Intereſt, and retreated. 
And as for my coming ar this Time, it was by his 
© Majeſty's Command, in order to the accelerating of 
the Treaty betwixt him and you; his Majeſty know- 
ing, that whenever he had ended with you, I was 
: ready to retire at his Requeſt, I may juſtly ſay, 

that never Subje& ated upon more honourable 
* Grounds, nor by a more lawful Power than I did 
in his Service, and therefore I deſire you to lay aſide 
all Prejudice, and conſider me as a Chriſtian in Re- 
lation to the Juſtice of the Quarrel, and as a Subje& 
in Relation to my Royal Maſter's Commands. Be 
not too raſh, but let me be judged by the Laws of 
God, the Laws of Nature and Nations, and the 

Laws of this Land; if you do otherwiſe, I appeal 

from you to the 1 * Judge of the World, who 
Done Day maſt be bot! 


oth your Judge and mine, and 
who always gives righteous Judgment.“ 

After this Speech, the Chancellor commanded his 
Sentence to be read, which he heard with a ſettled 
a id unmov'd Countenance, and defir'd to be further 
heard, but was interrupt ed by the Chance llor, who 
commanded he ſhould be preſently carry'd back to 
Priſon ; where being come, he was again attack*d by 
ſome Miniſters and Members of Parliament, who ag- 
E his Crimes and the Terror of his Sentence 3 

ut inſtead of being terrify'd, he, with a moſt chear- 
{ul and undaunted Courage, anſwer d, That he was 
© extremely obliged to his Judges for the Honour they 
* conferr'd on him, for (ſaid he) I account it a greater 
* Honour to have my Head ſtand on the Priſon Gate 
for my Loyalty to my King, than to have my Picture 
placed in his Bed-chamb:r :, And I wiſh, inſtead 
* of having my four Limbs put up in four Cities, 1 
© had Limbs and Parts of my Body enough to ſend to 
* every City in Chriſtendom, to teſtify my Loyalty to 
* my lawful King, and Love to my Native Country- 

After he was ſentenced, his Friends were not per- 
mitted to come near him, but a Guard was always 
kept in his Room, *rill the next Day, May 21, 1650, 
when he was order*d to Execution: Wherevpon he 
dreſs d himſelf in rich Apparel, with a Gold laced 
Cloak, and walk'd along _ Street as chearfully as "as 
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he were then going to review an Army; and comi 
to the Scaffold he made a Speech, wherein he — 
preſs'd his great Love to his Native Country, Loyalty 
to his King, and Fidelity and Affection to his Friends 
and Relations ; and having forgiven all his Enemies, 
he gave Gold to the Executioner, who having his De- 
<laration and the Book that had been publiſh'd of his 
truly beroick Actions whilſt he commanded in the 
Kingdom, ty'd in a Cord, he defir'd it might be 
hang'd to his Neck, ſaying, * Though it hath pleas'd 
© my preſent gracious Soyereign the King to make me 
© one of the Knights of the Moſt Noble Order of the 
© Garter, yet I did not think myſelf more honour'd 
by parting on that Badge, than by tying on this 
Cord with my dutiful Declaration; which I hope 
© will be made known to the World, and remain as 2 


© laſting Teſtimony of my Obedience to the beſt of 


Princes. 

After this was ty'd on, he deſir' d to know if they 
had more Honour of that Kind to confer on him, and 
having no Anſwer, he enter'd into private Prayers j 
after which, with a moſt heroick Courpge, he ſuffer”

is Body being bury'd at the Place of Execution 
it there reſted till the Reſtoration of the King, an 
then, by his Majeſty's ſpecial Appointment, his ſcat- 
ter d Parts were gather'd toget r, and depoſited in 
the Abbey-Church of Holy-Rood Houſe, where it re- 
main'd till the 14th of May 1661, that his Corps was, 
with the greateſt Magnificence and Solemnity that 
could be deviſed, carry'd to the Cathedral Church of 
St. Giles, and interr'd in the Iſle belonging to his Fa- 
mily, being accompany*d by the Lord High Commiſ- 
fioner the Earl of Middleton, and all the Members of 
Parliament to the Grave, 

This noble Marqueſs marry'd Magdalen, Daughter 
to David Carnegy Earl of Southeſk, and by her had 
James his Son and Heir, who, after the King's Re- 


turn, was reſtored to his Eftate and Honours, and

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was afterwards made one of his Majeſty's Privy 
Council; but dying in 1669, with the Title of a wor- 
thy honeſt Man, left Iſſue by Iſabel his Wife — — 
ter to William Douglas Earl of Morton, and Wi o 
of Robert Ker, Earl of — James his Succeſſor 
and three Daughters; whereof Anne was marry'd to 
Alexander Earl of Calendar, Griſel to William Son of 
William Lord Cochran, of whom is lineally deſcended 
the preſent Earl of Dundonald, and Lady Jaae to Sir 
Jonathan Urquhart of Cromarty. b 

James who ſucceeded, being a Nobleman of great 
Parts, was firſt made Captain of his Majeſty's Horſe- 
Guard, and then Preſident of the Council ; but dy'd 
in 1684, in the prime of his Years, to the general 
Regret of the whole Nation, leaving Iſſue by Chri- 
ſtian his Wife, Daughter to John Lelley Duke of Rothes, 
Jam2s his only Son, now Duke of Montroſe, 

This noble Lord being a Perſon of very bright and 
png Parts, Queen Anne, on the 2oth of May 
1707; ſoon after he came of Age, made him Preſident 
of her Privy Council, and afterwards Lord wy Ad- 
miral of Scotland and Duke of Montroſe, which Ho- 
nour was not reſtricted to the Heirs Male of his own 
Body, but was to deſcend to his Heirs of Entail; 
and after the Concluſion of the Union in 1797, he was 
appoin:ed Lord Privy Seal, and choſe one of the Six- 
teen Peers for North Britain. 

Upon the Demiſe of the Queen, Aug. 1, 1714, he 
was made Choice of by King George 1. to be one of 
tne Lords Juſtices *till he arriy'd from Hanover; after 
which, on the 24ch of September, he was made Secre- 
tary of State, in the Room of John Erſkine Earl of 
Mir; and on the 29th of September 1714 he was 
{worn one of his Majeſty's Privy Council. 

On the 2d of March 1714-15 he was elected one of 
the Sixteen Peers for North Britain, and from the 
Year 1714 to 1720 he was Keeper of the Great Seal in 
Scotland, | 

In 1716 he was appointed Clerk Regiſter, and was 
Chancellox of the Univerſity of Glaſgow. ; 

On the th of September 1727 he was again elected 
one of the Sixteen Peers for Scorland, as on the 13th 
of November following he was appointed Keeper of 
the Great Seal there, aud is Few of the Royal —_ 
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ciety; and his Grace marrying the Lady Chriſtian 
Carnegie, Daughter to David Earl of Northeſk, by 
her has had three Sons and one Daughter, whereof 
the eldeſt dying in his Infancy, David the 2d is now 
Heir Apparent; and on the 6th of May 1922, being 
created Baron and Earl Graham of Belford in the 
County of Northumberland, he on the 19th of Ja- 
nuary 1726-7 Was ſummoned and introduced into the 
Houſe of Lords, and took his Place as a Peer of 
England.

Of this antient Family, which is ſaid to come from 
Normandy to England with William the Conqueror 
was Ker of Ker-hall in the County of Lancaſter, a 
from him derived two Brothers, Ralph and Robert, 
who became two principal Brariches in the County 
of Roxburgh or Tiyorſdale, viz. of Cesford and Far- 
niherſt ; but which of thoſe Brothers were eldeſt, is 
not determin'd, nor the preciſe Time when they came 
to Scotland; tho? it is ſaid to be in the Reign of King 
David II. and that Robert got from that King the 
Lands of Oultonburn, lying upon the Water of Bow- 
mont, and was the Original of the Houſe of Cesford, 
fram whence is deſcended the worthy Perſon of whom 
we are ſpeaking. 

In the Year 1590 Robert Ker of Cesford (Son and 
Heir of Sir William Ker, by Janet his Wife, Daugh- 
ter to Sir James Douglaſs of Drumlanrig) was knight- 
ed at the Coronation of Queen Anne of Denmark, 
and was one of the Gentlemen of the Bedchamber to 
King James VI. 

He was alſo honour' d with the Title of Lord Ker 
of Cesford, and was one of thoſe Barons who in 1603, 
by his Majeſty's Appointment, accompany'd him in- 
to England at his firſt Entrance into that Realm; 
and in 1697 had a Grant of the diſſolv'd Abbeys of 
Kelſo and Leſmahago, which were then ere&ed into 
temporal Baronies, by Authority of King and Par- 
liament, for his Service as Warden of the Middle 
Marches, and executing of Commiſlions for quietin 
the Borders, and afterwards he was created Earl ot 
Roxburgh. 

In the Reign of King Charles I. he was made Lord 
Privy Seal, which Office he held for the Space of 
twelye Years, and dying in 1650 left Iſſue by Mary 
his firſt Wife, Daughter to Sir William Maitland of 
Lethington, three Daughters; Janet marry'd to John 
Drummond Earl of Perth, Iſabel to James Viſcount 
Duddop, and Mary to James Carnegy Earl of Sourheſk ; 
and by his ſecond Wife Jane, Daughter to the Lord 
Drummond, he had a Son nam'd Henry, who dy'& 
before him; which Son marrying Margaret, Daugh-

The Lady Jane who was Heir (and by her Grand- 
father's Appointment) marrying Sir William Drum- 
mond, the Earl of Perth's younger Son, her Couſin- 
German, he thereupon became Earl of goers: of, 

and dying in 1675 left Iſſue Robert his Suc ceſſor, 
John Lord Ballenden, and two Daughters; of which 
Margaret was marry'd to Sir James Ballenden, Kant, 
and Anne to Colin Lindſay, Earl of Ballarras.

In 1717, when his Majeſty was at Cambri he 
was made Doctor of Law. 45

ted a Knight of the Moſt Noble Order of the Gar- 
ter, he was on the 13th of November following in- 
ſtall d at Windſor. 

On the zd of June 1723 he was a 4th Time made

In 1798 his Grace (who is now Duke of Rox- 
burgh, &c.) was marry'd to the Lady Mary Finch, 
Daughter to Daniel Earl of Nottingham, and Widow 
of William Savile Marqueſs of Halifax, which Lady 
dying in 1718 left Iſſue a Son nam'd Robert, who 
on the 6th of May 1722 was created Baron and Earl 
Ker of Wakefield in the County of York.

The Johnſtons are an antient, great, and warlike 
Family, and derive their Surname from the Barony of 
Johnſton, their Patrimony, which gives Title of Lord 
to the eldeſt Son of the Family, who are always Stew- 
ards of the County of Annandale. 

Before the Union of the two Crowns, this Family 
were often Wagdens of the Weſt Borders; and they 
laid the Foundation of their preſent Grandeur by 
their remarkable Services agzinſt rhe Englith, who 
invaded this County. 

They did alſo great Service in ſuppreſſing the 
Thieves, who, during the War between the two Na- 
tions, committed_gre it Ravages on the Borders; and 
thereupon took for Device a winged Spur, to denote 
their Diligence, and for their Motto, Light Thieves 
all, ſignify1ag their Authority to command them to 
ſurrender, 

In the Reign of Kiug Robert IT the Johnſtons were 
very numerous, of which Sir John Johnſton of that 
Ulk, upon that King's Acceſſion to the Crown, Anno 
1370, defeated a great Body of the Engliſh invading 
Scotland; and again, at the Pattle of Sark n2ar Gal- 
2 this Family in 1448 did great Service to their 

.OUNTTY, 

In che Reign of King James II. lived Sir Adam 
Jahafn of th t Ik, who was alſo remarkable for 
iis Loyalty to his Prince and Love to his Country, 
2nd was particularly inſtrumental iu ſupprelſing rhe 
Rebe hion of the Earl of Douglais ; for which emi- 
nent Service to the Crown, he got a Gift of the Lands 
of Pirenen in the County of Lanark, and therein was 
ſucceeded by John his Son, who in 1457 was one of 
the Conſervators of the Peace wich England.

He marry'd Margaret, Daughter to Sir John Hamil- 
ron of Samuelſtoun, and by her had John his Son and 
Heir, a Gentleman ot great Sagacity and Conduct, and 
much in Favour with King James VI. by whom he was 
made Warden of the Marches, and juſtice-General, 
and dying in 1581 left Iſſue by Margaret his Wife, 
Daughter to Sir William Scot of Buccleugh, James his 
Heir, and ſeyeral Daughters. | 

Sir James, who ſucceeded, was alſo a Perſon in 
great Fayour with the aforeſaid King, who likewiſe 
made him Warden of the Marches ; but in 1508 be- 
ing in a Family * with the Lord Maxwell, he 
there loſt his Life, which (ſays the Reverend Biſhop 
Spotſwood) was much r-gretted, being a Gen:leman 
full of Wiſdom, and very well inclin'd. 

He marry'd Sarah, Daughter to John Lord Harries, 
and- by her had Sir James his Son and Heir, who, by 
the Favour of King Charles I. was created Lord ſohn- 
ſton, and Earl of Hartfeil; but afterwards, for his 
Loyalty to his Maſter and King, ſuffered Impriſon- 
ment and the Sequeſtration of his Eſtate 3 and dying 
in 1656 left Iſſue by Margaret his Wife, Daughter to 
William 1 — Earl of Queenſberry, James his Suc- 
ceſſor, and three Daughters; whereot Mary was mar- 
ry'd to Sir George Graham of Netherby, Anceſtor 
to the Viſcount Preſton, and Margaret to Sir Robert 
— of Glenae, Anceſtor to the Earl of Carn- 
wath, : 

Upon the Reſtoration of King Charles II. James 
who was the 2d Earl, exchang'd his Title of Hart- 
feil to Annandale, and was one of his Majeſty's Privy 
Council; and he marrying Henrietta, Daughter to 
William Earl of Dourlafs, by Mary his ſecond Wiſe, 
Daughter ro = Gordon Marqueſs of Huntley, by 
her had William his Heir, and three Daughters; o 
which Mary was marry'd to William Lindfay Earl of 
Crawford, Margaret to Sir James Montgomery, an 
Henrietta co Sir John Carmichael, Baroucts. 


William 
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William, who ſucceeded his Father, was one of 
the Privy Council to King William III. by whom, in 
1596 he was alſo made one of the Commiſſioners of 
the Treaſury, and Marqueſs of Annandale. 9 

In the Reign of Queen Anne he was made Secreta- 
ry of State, Preſident of the Council, one of the ex- 
maordinary Lords of Seſſion, Knight of the Thiſtle, 
and one of the Commiſſioners to treat of an Union 
with England: But in the Parliament in 1706 his 
Lordſhip oppoſed the ſame, and delivered ſeveral 
Speeches and Proteſtations containing the Reaſons of 
his Diſſent, which were all euter'd in the Records 
Parliament, where they will remain as laſting Moan- 
ments to the Honour of his Name; and after the Con- 
cluſion of the Union, he on the 12th of February 
1707 was elected one of the ſixteen Peers for Scot- 
land, to fit in the firſt Parliament of Great Britain. 

On the 12th of October 1714, the firſt of King 
George I, he was ſworn one his Majeſty's Privy 
Council, and made Keeper of the Great Seal in Scot- 
land ; after which he was appointed Lord Lieutenant 
ot the Counties of Dumfries, Pebles and Kirkcud- 
brizhr, and continu'd one ot the fixteen Peers till 
his Death, which happen'd on the 14th of February 

1720-21,

WY, Created Earl of Crawford in the Coun- 
ty of Clydeſdale in 1399, by Robert III. 
Baron of Spinzie in 1599, by James VI. and Earl of 
Lindſay in the County aforeſaid in 1523, by Charles 
the Firſt. 

Of this antient and honourable Family of Lindſay 
which came firſt to Scotland with Edgar Athling, and 
Margaret his Siſter, Queen to King Malcolme Can- 
more, there were two eminent Branches, the one 
deſign'd of Crawford, and the other of Byres in the 
County of Haddington. 

In the Reign of King David I. William de Lindfay, 
their Anceſtor, was a Perſon of great Note, as was 
David his Succeflor, who liv'd in the Time of Kin 
William the Lion; and he marrying the Daughter of 
Ihn de Crawford, with her got the Barony of that 
Name, in which he was ſucceeded by David his Son. 

David, who was next Heir, livd in the Time of 
Alexander II. and had two Sons, David his Succeſſor 
and John; which John was Chamberlain of Scotland 
to Alexander III. | 

| David, 
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David, who ſucceeded, was -a brave and magnani- 
mous Perſqgn, and had two Sons, William, who was 
Chamberlain of Scotland to King Robert I. and David 
his Heir; which David marrying the Wehren and 
Coheir of Alexander de Abernethy, they Mom thence 
quarter the Arms of that Family; and by his ſaid 
Wife having three Sons, David, Alexander, and

David, who was Lord of Crawford, was one of the 
Commiſſioners of the Treaty for the Redemption of 
King David II. who was a Priſoner in England, and 
was ſucceeded by James his Son, whoſe Wife was 
Giles, Daughter ro Walter, Lord High Steward of 
Scotland; but by her having only a Daughter named 
Marjory, who was marry'd to Sir Henry Douglaſs of 
Lochleven, Anceſtor to the Earl of Morton, the Ba- 
rony of Crawford, and his other Eſtate, . came to his 
Couſin Sir David Lindſay of Gleneſk, who by King 
Robert III, was created Earl of Crawford. 

He marry'd Jane, Daughter to King Robert II. by 
whom he had Alexander his Heir, who in 1423 was 
one of the Hoſtages forthe Ranſom of King James I, 
who had been eighteen Years confin'd in England; and 
dying in 1445 left Iflie a Son of his Name; which 
Son in the Reign of King James II. made a great Fi- 
gure, and had Iſſue David his Succeflor, Alexander 
Linalay of Achtermonſie, and a Daughter nam'd Eli- 
zabeth, marry d to Sir Thomas Maul, Anceſtor to 
the Earl of Panmure, 

David, who ſucceeded, and was Maſter of the 
Houſhold, and Chamberlain to James III. was by 
him created Duke of Montroſe during Life; and he 
mareging Elizabeth, Daughter to James Lord Hamil- 
ron, 4 er had a Son named John; which Son on 
the 9th of September 1513 was flain at the Battle of 
Flodden, with King James IV. and dying without If- 
ſue, his Eſtate and Honour came to Sir Alexander 
Lindſay of Achtermonſie before-mention'd, his Uncle. 

He marry'd Marion, a Daughter of the Family of 
Dunbar, aud by her had David the ſucceeding Earl;

Altho' it is not above 300 Years fince the Erſkines 
(who took their Name from the Caſtle of Erſkine in 
the Barony of Renfrew) had any Title to the Earldom 
of Mar ; yet this illuſtrious Family, confider'd in its 
ſelf, is very great and eminent; it we refpe& either 
its Antiquity, or many great Employments and 
1 they have been honour d with thefe 400 

ears paſt. 

In the Reign of King Alexander II. 1226, lived Hen- 
ry de Erſkine, who was Witneſs to a Gift, which 
Ame lick, Brother to Mauldwin Earl cf Lennox, made 
to the Canons of Paiſly; and to him ſucceeded Sir 
John Erſkine, Knt. the Father of another Sir john; 


whoſe Son William ſucceeded in the Barony of Er-

David, who was the 1ſt Earl, marry'dAgnes, Daugh- 
ter to William Lord Borthwick, and being killd on 
the gth of September 1513 with his Majeſty at the 
Battle of Flodden, by her left Gilbert his Heir and 
Succeſſor ; which Gilbert was one of che Privy Coun- 
cil to King James V. by whom in 1523 he was ſent 
Ambaſſador to England, to treat of a Peace; but the 
next Year was murder'd on his Majeſty's Behalf, by 
attempting to reſcue him from the Earl of Angus, 

He marry'd Iſabel, Daughter to Archibald 9 
Earl of Argyle, by whom he had two Sons, of which 
Quintin the youngeſt was Abbot of Corſragwell, and 
was canoniz'd a Saint; and Gilbert the eldeſt ſucceed- 
ing his Father was by James V. made Lord High 
Treaſurer, :

To William ſucceeded Henry his Son o was one 
that ſwore Allegiance to Edward J. of England, and 
was Father of William the next Baron, one of the 
Subſcribers to that famous Letter ſent by the Nobilit 
of Scotland to the Pope, aſſerting the Independency o 
oy Country; and Henry his Son was made Earl of 

rkney. 

He marry'd Giles, Daughter and Heir to William 
Douglaſs, Earl of Nithſdale, by Giles his Wife, 
Daughter to King Robert II. and being Governor to 
James Prince ot Scotland, when Robert III. his Fa- 
ther ſent him to France, they were both taken at Sea 
by the Engliſh. 

To him ſucceeded William his Son, who was Earl 
of Orkney, Lord Sinclair and Nithſdale, and by 
James II. made Lord High Chancellor of Scotland;

T HE moſt noble and puiſſant Lord, John Fle- 
ming, Earl of Wigton, and Lord Fleming. 

Created Earl of Wigton in the County of Galloway, 
March the igth in 1606, the 37th ot James VI. 

The Surname of rhis illuſtrious Family, accord 
to the Sentiments of the moſt approy'd Hiſtorians an 
Antiquaries, was at firſt aſſumed from a Perſon of 
Diſtinction, who, in the Days of King David I. tranſ- 
planted himſelf from Flanders into this Realm, and 
took his Surname Flandrenſis, or le Fleming, from the 
Country of his Origin. 

In the Reign of King Malcolm IV. William I. and 
Alexander Ti & III. there are ſeveral ot this Name 
found, Witneſſes in Evidents to thoſe Kings, as Bald- 
win, 1 William, Duncan and Simon le Fle- 
ming; and Sir Robert, the direct Anceſtor to the Earl 
of whom we are now yy being one of thoſe 
great Patriots, who in 1209 ſtood up for the Inte- 
-reſt of King Robert I. and the Independency of Scot- 
land, and never leaving his rightful Sovereign, *till he 
had fer the Crown upon his Head, his Majeſty. in Re- 
.compence for that fignal Service, and other his great 
Merit, rewarded him with the Baronies of Lenzie 
and Cumbernald, and ſeyeral other Donations; in all 
-which he was ſucceeded by Malcolm his eldeft Son ; 
and Sir Patrick the 2d Son, marrying the Daughter 
and Coheir of Sir Simon Frazer of Oliver Caſtle, with 
whom he had the Barony of Biggar ; his Deſcendents 
thereupon ' aſſumed the A: ms of Frazer into the At- 
chievement of their own Family, and have continu'd 
i: ever ſince. 

Malcolm, who ſucceeded, was a Perſon in great 
Favour with King Robert I. who, in Memory of his 
Father's Services, and his own Merit, made him a 
Grant of divers Lands in the County of Galloway; as 


alſo made him Sheriff of that County, and S 
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of Dunbarton Caftle 3 in both which Offices he was 
ſucceeded 2 of his Name; which Son had the 
Tuirion of the young King David and his Royal Con- 
ſort commitred to his —_ in the atoreſaid Caſtle, 
and afterwards waited on his Majeſty into France. 

He had likewiſe the Honour, after-his Rerurn from 
France, to ſhelter and protect, in thoſe evil Times, 
that iſſuſtrions and magnanimous Prince, Robert, 
Lord High Steward of Scotland, 18 Kin 
Robert II. (whoſe Blood Baliol thirſted after 3 an 
when the King's Affairs took a more favourable Turn, 
he was ſent again into France to artend his Majeſty 
homez who, after his Arrival, in Reward of his 
Len and Fidelity in his Service, created him Earl 
0 grone ; 

In 1346 he attended his Majeſty to the Battle of 
Durham ; where, with his Royal Maſter he was taken 
Priſoner 3 but being ſoon after releaſed was one of 

Commiſſioners, who in 1351 were appointed to 
treat with the Engliſh about the King's Redemption 
which being concluded, Thomas his Grandſon was one 
of the Hoſtages for the Ranſom, and afterwards ſuc- 
ceeded to the Earldom of Wigton. | 

Thomas, who ſucceeded his Grandfather, and was 
the 2d Earl, had a new Charter of the Earldom from 
the aforeſaid King; bur he having no Iſſue Male of 
his own Body, in 1371 ſold the Earldom with its 
Dignity, to Archibald Douglaſs, Lord of Galloway; 
and then in his old Age reſign'd to Sir Malcolm Fle-

HE moſt noble and puiſſant Lond Thom 
X. T Lyoa, Bart of Scrthmore an © ly 
Lord Lyon and Glames 
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Created Earl 3 in the Shire of Fife 
(which Title was afterwards chang d to Strathmore) 
July the 1oth in 2606, 45 of James VI. 
” The Origin of this illuſtrious Family- is deriv'd 
from the Family of de Lyon in France, which derives 
i:ſelf from the noble Houſe of the Leones in Rome, 2 
Branch whereof came from France into England with 
William the Conqueror, Anno 1066, and from thence 
in 1098 to Scotland with King Edgar, the 4th Son of 
King Malcolm III. 

This Lyon was a great Favourite with that Prince; 
and for the good Services he had done 5 Donald 
Bane, the Uſurper, had a Grant of conſiderable Lands 
in the Sheriffdom of Perth, which from him were 
calPd by the Name of Glen-Lyon, 

Afterwards John de Lyon obtain'd a Grant from 
King David II. of the Baronies of Forteyiot and Fer- 
gundeny in the ſaid Sheriffdom, with Drumgawan and 
others in the Shire of Aberdeen, and the Grant was 
confirm d by King Robert II. 

Sir John Lyon, the Son of the ſaid John, was com- 
monly call'd The White Lyon, from his Complection, 
and was Secretary to the ſaid King Robert II. who in 
the Year 1379 granted him the Thanedom of Glames 
in the Shire of Forfar, and not long after preferr d 
him to be Lord Great Chamberlain of Scotland. 

He alſo advanced him to the Degree of a Lord of

The Armorial Enſign, which his Majeſty firſt allow'd 
and ordain'd to be born by this Order of Baronets 
and their Heirs Male, was an Eſcutcheon Argent, a 
Saltire Azure, (the moaning of St. Andrew 
counterchang'd) ſurcharg'd with an Ineſcutcheon of 
the Royal Arms of Scotland, viz. Sol, a Lion ram- 
ant within a double Treſſure flower'd and counter- 
ower'd with Fleurs-de-lis Mars, having an Imperial 
Crown above the Ineſcutcheon, the whole encircled 
with the Motto, Fax Mentis Honeſta Gloria, and was 
appended to an Orange-colour'd Ribband, and worn 
about their Necks, as Plate 87, Ne 1. Afterwards 
there was a Creſt and Supporters added, viz. For 
Creſt, a Branch of Laurel, and a Thiſtle iſſuing from 
to Hands conjoin'd, one arm'd, the other naked. 
The Supporter on the Dexter Side was the Royal 
Unicorn; and that on the Siniſter a Savage or Wild 
Man proper, as Plate 87, Ne 2, and the Motto was, 
Munit hæc, & altera vincit; but by many of late the 
origin] Badge (without the Creſt, Supporters, and 
Morto) has been plac'd among their other Armorial

The. Imperial Crown of Scotland is of pnre Gold, 
enrich'd with many precious Stones, Diamonds, Pearls, 
and curious Enamellings, the Form of it is thus; firſt, 
it is compos'd of a broad Circle, or Fillet (which goes 
round the Head) adorn'd with 22 large precious Stones, 
L. II. Q viz. 
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482 The Regalia of Scotland. 
viz. Topazes, Amethiſts, Garnets, Emeralds, Rubi 
and Hyacynths, in Collets of Gold of various — 
with curious Enamellings, and betwixt each of theſe 
Collets and Stones, are placed great Oriental Pearls, 
one of which is wanting. 

Secondly, Above the Circle, there is another ſmall 
one, form'd with twenty Points, adorn'd with the 
like Number of Diamonds and Saphires alternately, 
and on each Point there is a great Pearl. 

Thirdly, The upper Circle is heighten'd with ten 
Croſſes Floree, each being adorn'd in the Center with 
a great Diamond betwixt four large Pearls put croſs 
wiſe; but ſome of the Pearls are wanting, and the 


Number remaining upon the upper Part of the Crown 
beſides what are in the under Circle, and in the Croſs 
Pattee, are * and thoſe Croſſes Floree are in- 
terchang'd with ten high Fleurs- de- lis alternately, be- 
twixt t reat Pearls below, on the Points of the 
ſecond Circle. 

This is the Form of the Crown of Scotland, fince 
the League made between Achaius of Scotland, and 
Charles the Great of France; It differs from other 
Imperial Crowns, in that it is heighten'd with Croſſes 
Floree alternately with Pleurs-de-lis; whereas the 
Crown of France is heighten'd only with Fleurs-de- 
Hs, and that of England with Crolles-partee, alter- 
nately with Fleurs-de-lis. 

The Crown of Scotland, ſince King James VI. went 
to England, has been ignorantly repreſented by He- 
rald-Painters, Engravers and others, after the Form 
of the Crown of England, with Croſſes Pattee, where- 
as there is not one Croſs Pattee, ſave that on the Top 
- the Mound or Globe, for all the reſt are Croſſes 

oree. 

Fourthly, The Crown of Scotland is thus cloſed; 
from the upper Circle proceed four Arches, adorn'd 
with enamelFd Figures, which meet and cloſe ar the 
Top; ſurmounted with a Celeftial Globe of Gold, 
enamell'd with Blue Semee, or powder'd with Stars, 
croſſed and -enamell'd, with a large Croſs Pattee on 


the Top, adorn'd in the Extremities with a great 
Pearl, and canton'd with other four in the Angles,

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the Crown there is a ſquare Amethiſt; and on the 
other Side of the Croſs, there is a great Pearl, and 
| below it, on the Foot of the polar Part of the Croſs, 
are theſe Letters, J. R. V. by which it appears, that 
King James V. was the firſt that cloſed Crown 
— Arches, and topp'd it with a Globe and Croſs 
attee. | 

Fitthly, The Tiara or Bonnet of the Crown, was of 
Purple Velvet; but in the Year 1685 there was pur 
in a Cap of Crimſon Velvet adorn'd as before, with 
four Plates of Gold, richly wrought and enamell'd, 
and on each of them a great Pearl, half an Inch 
in Diameter, which appears between the four Archesz 
and the Cap is faced with Ermine, 

Upon the loweſt Circle of the Crown, immediately 
above the Ermine, there are eight ſmall Holes, two 
and two together, in the four Quarters of the Crown, 
in the middle Space betwixt the Arches, to which 
there are ty'd two Diamonds and precious Stones. 
The Crown is nine Inches Diameter, being 27 Inches 
about, and in Height from the under Circle to the 
op of the Croſs Pattee, ſix Inches and an half. Ir 
always ſtands on a ſquare Cuſhion of Crimſon Velver 
adorn'd with Fringes, and four Taſſels of Gold Thread 
hanging down at each Corner.

'F HE Stem of the Scepter being Silver double gilt, 
is two Foot long, of a Hexagon Form, with three 
Buttons or Nobs of the ſame z betwixt the firſt and 
ſecond Button, is the Handle of a Hexagon Form; 
betwixt the 2d and zd Button there are three Sides 
engraven; upon that under the Virgin Mary (one of 
the Statues on the Top of the Stem) there is the Let- 
ter J. upon the 2d Side, under St. James, the Letter 
N. and on the 3d, under St. Andrew the Figure 5. 
On the Side betwixt the J. and the R. there are engra- 
ven 14 Fleurs-de-lis; and on the Side between the 
Figure 5. and the Letter J. there are ten Thiſtles con- 
tiau'd from one Stem, from the zd Button to the Ca- 
pital, The three Sides under the Statues are plain, 
and en the other three, there are an:igue Engravings,

Sacramental Cups, antique Medufa's Heads, and 
Rullian Foliages. Upon the pur the Stem there is 
an antique Capital ot Leaves emboſs'd ; upon the Ab- 

cus of which, there ariſe round the Stem three

an open ing in her Right Arm our Blei- 
ſed Saviour, and in her left Hand a Globe with a 
Croſs; nęxt to her on her Right Hand ſtands the Sta- 
tue of St. Andrew in an Apoſtolical Garment, and 
on his Head a Scotch Bonnet, holding in his Ri 
Hand a Croſs, or Saltire, (Part of which is broken 
off) and in his Left Hand raiſed up, there is an opeu 
Book, On the Bleſſed Virgin's Left Hand, and St. 
Andrew's Right, there is another Statue, repreſenting 
St. James, with the like —_— Garment, in 2 
Reading Poſture ; upon his Head is a little Hat, like 
the Roman Pileum; in his Right Hand half extended 
2 Book o and in his Lett a Paſtoral Staff, the 
Head of which is broken off: And above each Statue, 
being two Inches and an Half (except the Virgin Ma- 
Ty's, which is not quite ſo big) the Finiſhing of a 
Gothick Nich. Between each Statue is a Rullian, in 
Form of a Dolphin, very diſtinct, in Length tour 
I with Foliage along the Body, their Heads 
upwards, and fronted inwards, and the Turning of 
their Tails ending in a Roſe or Cinqueſoil outward, 
Above theſe Rullians and Statues ſtands another Hexa-

The SWORD, 


T HE Sword is five Foot long, the Handle and Po- 
me! are of Silver Gilt, in Length 15 Inches; the 
Pomel is round, and ſomewhat flat on the two Sides; 
en the Middle of each there is a Garland of emboſs d 
Work, and in the Center there have been two enamel'd 
Plates, which are broken off. The Traverſe or Croſs 
of the Sword is Silyer gilt, 17 Inches and — |

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long, and half an Inch thick. The Form of it is like 


two Dolphins, their Heads joining, and their Tails end- 
ing in Acorns. The Shell hangs down towards the 
Point of the Sword, form'd like an Eſcallop flouriſh'd, 
(or rather like a 1— Oak Leaf) on the Blade ot the 
Sword, there's indented with Gold, Julius II. Pope. 
The Scabbard is of Crimſon Velvet, cover d with - 
Silver gilt, and wrought in Philagree Work, in Bran- 
ches of Oak, with Leaves and Acorns. On the Scab- 
bard there are four round Plates of Silver gilt, two of 


them near the Chape, are enamel'd Blue, and 


in Gold Characters, Jubas II. Pon. Max. N. 

At the Mouth of the Scabbard 2 to the 
Hook, there is a large ſquare Plate of $i ver, enamelPd 
Purple, in a Cartouch Azure, an Oak Tree, eradicate 
and frucate Or; and above the Cartouch, the Papal 
Enſign, viz. Two Keys in Saltire Adorſee, (their 
Bowls formed like Roſes or Cinquefoils) ty'd with 
Trappings, and Taſſels ＋ down at each Side of 
the Cartouch. Above the Keys is the Papal Tiara, en- 
viron'd with three Crowns, and two Labels turn'd 
up, adorn'd with Croſſes. 


Next to the Regalia, it is proper to give a Deſcrip- 
tion of the Archievement of the Sovereigns of Scot- 
land, and of the Reaſons of that Bearing; which 
according to Sir George Mackenzie, is thus: 


ARMS. 


Or, a Lion rampant, Gules, arm'd and langu'd A- 
zure, within a double Treſſure flower'd and counter- 
flower'd with Fleurs-de-lis of the 2d, encircled with 
the Order of Scotland, compos'd of Rue and Thiſtles, 
having the Image of St. Andrew, with his Croſs on 
his Breaſt appendant to it, and this Motto round the 
Image, Nemo me impune ſaceſſit. Above the Shield, 
a Sovereign's Helmet, with a Mantle Or, fac'd with 
Ermine, adorn*d with an Imperial Crown, beautify'd 
with Croſſes Floree, and Fleurs-de-lis. Surmounted 
on the Top for a Creſt with a Lion Sejant, full fac'd, 
Gules, crown'd Or; holding in his dexter Paw a 
naked Sword proper, and in the Siniſter, a Scepter 
both erect, Supporred by two Unicorns Argent, 
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crown'd with Imperial, and gorg'd with open Crowns, 
to the latter Chains athx*d, paſſing between their 
Fore-Legs, and reflexed over their Backs, Or ; he on 
the Dexter Side embracing and bearing up a Banner 
of Cloth of Gold, charg'd with the Royal Arms of 
Scotland ; and he on the Siniſter, another Banner A- 
zure, charg'd with St, Andrew's Croſs Argent; both 
ſtanding on a Compartment, from which iflues two 
Thiſtles, one towards each Side of the Eſcutcheon; 
and for the Sovereign's Royal Motto, in a Scroll above 
all, In Defence; and under, in the Table of the Com- 
partment, Nemo me impune laceſſit. | 
It is agreed by moſt Hiſtorians, that Fergus took 
this Lion for his Arms, (in the Year of the World 
4382, and 330 before Chriſt) when he beat the Pics. 
The double Treſſure flower d and counterflower'd, 
was added by Charlemain, when he enter'd into a 
League with Achaius King of Scots, to bgnify that 
the French Lillies ſhould defend and guard the Scottiſh 
Lion; and it is ſaid by Hopingius, that Charlemain 
adorn'd the Crown of Scotland, (being then Emperor 
as well as King of France). with tour Lillies and four 
. Croſſes, as a Symbol of the Chriſtian Religion, and 
of the inviolabſe Fidelity of the Scots. ö 
Ihe Royal Badges, and ordinary Symbols of the 
Kingdom of Scotland are, a Thiſtle of Gold crown'd, 
the White Croſs of St» Andrew, in a Blue Field, the 
S-andard bearing of St. Andrew's Croſs, which is a 
Badge deriv'd from the Picts, after the Scots conquer'd 
their Kingdom ; and the Order which encircles the 
Arms, is as on Plate N. between the Pages 466 and

The Sword, Scepter, and Crown of State, (which 
have already been eſcrib'd) were brought from the 
Caſtle of Edinburgh to the Palace, in a Coach, car- 
ry'd by three of the ancienteſt Earls bare-headed, and 
attended by a Guard, *rill they brought them to the 
King, or his Commiſhoner ; and as the Regalia paſs'd 
through the Streets, the People were obliged to un- 
cover 

When the King, or Commiſſioner was ready, the 
Proceſſion began thus: ä 

All che Members mounted their Horſes with rich 
Footcloths and Trappings, in the Grea: Court before 
the Palace, the Burgeſſes two and two, being each al- 
low'd a Lackey ; two Trumpets, and two Purſuivants 
all ia their Coats ES uſhering the Way ; aud 
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they were follow'd by four Door-keepers of the Seſ- 
n, ox Courts of Juſtice, on Horſeback. Next came 
he Commiſſioners of Shires, two by two, each having 
two Lackeys, and the ſaid Commiſſioners and the Bur- 
geſſes were allow'd to wear Cloaks; next to them 
came ſuch of the Officers of State as were not No- 
blemen, and two of the Door-keepers of the Council 
brought up the Rear. 

Next to them rode the Lords two and two in their 
Robes, according to their ſeveral 9 next to 
them came four Trumpeters bare-headed two and two; 
four Purſuivants in their Coats two and two; fix He- 
ralds in the ſame Manner; then the Gentleman-Uſher 
bare- headed; next Lion King of Arms bare-headed, 
with his Coat, Robes, and Foot-mantle, and his Bat - 
ton in his Hand ; then came the Sword of Stare, the 
Scepter and the Crown, carry'd by three of the an- 
cienteſt Nobility, who were bare-headed- On each 
Side the Regalia, there were three Mace-bearers with 
their Maces, bare-headed; after them came a Noble- 
man bare-headed, with a Purſe, comaining the Lord 
High Commiſſioners Commiſſion ; laſt of all came the 
Lord High Commiſſioner, with the Dukes on his 
Right Hand, and the Marqueſſes on his Left. When 
the King was preſent, the Maſter of the Horſe rode 
near, bur a litrle aſide · Every Duke had eight Lackeys, 
every Marqueſs fix, every Earl four, every Viſcount 
three, and every Lord three; and every Nobleman 
_ a Gentleman to hold up his Train, beſides his 

es. 

In the Time of Epiſcopacy, the two Archbiſhops 
were allow'd the Equipage of Dukes, and the other 
Biſhops that of Lords, When the King was preſent, 
the Marqueſſes rode after the Earls, the Dukes after 
the ＋ ; then the Lord Chancellor immediately 
before the King, bearing the Great Seal, The Noble- 
mens Lackeys had over their Liveries ſhort Velvet 
Coats, with their Badges, Creſts, and Motro's in 
Plate or Embroidery, on their Backs and Breaſts. 
The Great Officers of State rode up from the Palace 
about half.an Hour before the Cavalcade, in their 
Robes, attended by their Friends on Horſeback, and 
waited in the Parliament Houſe, 
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When the Commiſſioner enter'd, the Lord Chan- 
cellor took his own Purſe, and uſher'd him from the 


Bar to the Throne. When the King was preſent, the 


Lord Chancellor receiv'd his Majeſty at the Door of 
the Parliament Houſe, and uſher'd him up to the 
Throne, All the Members of Parliament waited on 
the High Commiſſioner, or the King, in the Great 
Hall, Noblemen in their Scarlet Robes, fac'd 
with Ermine according to their Degree; the Guards 
follow*d the King, or Commiſhoner, and the Street 
was lin'd with the Trained Bands. The Throne was 
raiſed fix Steps high, with a Canopy of State over it; 
on the firſt Step ſat the Lord Chancellor, with other 
Officers of State on both Sides of him; on the next 
Step ſat the Judges ; on the Right Hand of the Throne 
were two Rows of Benches, upon which the Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops formerly ſat; in the Middle of the 
Floor were two Tables, one for the Regalia, and in 
two gre Chairs by it ſat the Lord High Conſtable 
and the Earl Marſhal; at the other Table ſat the 
Lord Clerk-Regiſter, with his Deputies the Clerks of 
Parliament; on the Right Side, the Commiſſioners for 
Shires ſat upon Forms, and on the Left the Commiſ- 
ſioners for Boroughs, If the King was preſent, he 
ſpoke to them in his Robes, with the Crown upon his 
Head, and all the Members ſtood up uncover d; but 
the Commiſſioner appear'd only in a common wearing 
Suit, and ſtood and ſpoke uncover'd. 

The Members return'd in the ſame Order back to 
the Palace, only the Conſtable and Marſhal rode on 
the Commiſſioner's Right and Left Hand, with Caps 
of Permiſſion, 

The Lord Chancellor, and Lord Privy-Seal ſtaid 
behind, until all withdrew, and then return'd in the 
ſame State to the Palace, as they came from thence to 
the Parliament-Houſe ; and the ſame Order of Ridiag 
was obſery'd the laſt Day of the Parliament. x
